Walter M. Turnbull Called Home 


It was only a few weeks ago that the death of 
Charles W. Abel of the New Guinea Evangelization 
Society, as a result of an automobile accident, was 
announced in these columns. And, now, once again, 
the work of foreign missions has suffered a iar- 
reaching loss in the death of the Rev. Walter M. 
Turnbull, D.D., in an automobile crash. . Dr. Turnbull 
was known around the world as one of the foreign 
secretaries and . Vice-President of the Christian and 
Missionary Alliance, and Editor of the Alliance 
Weekly. He was a Canadian, brought up in Peterboro, 
Ontario, and was a graduate of McMaster University, 
Toronto, receiving his degree of Doctor of Divinity 
from Wheaton College, Wheaton, IIl., in 1915. He 
was for a number of years a missionary in India. 
At the time of his death he was only forty-eight years 
of age. On Sunday night, May 18, he had given the 
message over the radio from Schenectady, and after 
midnight, with four students of the Nyack Missionary 
Training school, he was on his way back to Nyack 
for the graduation exercises next day. Dr. Turnbull, 
who was not driving, apparently was asleep when the 
car skidded, left the road, and crashed into a stone 
pilar. Dr. Turnbull was thrown from the car, and 
died instantly. The others with him were not seri- 
ously injured. It is understood that Dr. Turnbull 
had intended to give a missionary message on Sun- 
day night, but finally felt impelled to change to an- 
other theme, and he accordingly broadcast a message 
upon the imminency of the Lord’s return, and the im- 
portance of being ready. It will be remembered by 
many readers that not long ago this keen, eager, and 
consecrated missionary leader wrote a masterly and 
tighly informing article for THE SunpAy ScHOOL 





Times under the title, “Why the Halt in Foreign 
Missions?” published in the issue of November 30, 
1929. Dr. Turnbull had traveled widely in China, 
Japan, India, and the Near East, as well as in various 
South American countries: : Members of THE SUNDAY

From Throne and Dungeon 


There are unrealized wonders in every word 
spoken by the Lord. How rich, then, must be the 
riches of the Lord’s Prayer! It ends with a Gloria: 
“For thine is the kingdom, and the power, and the 
glory, for ever. Amen.” David’s greater Son thus 
turns us back to the splendid sevenfold Gloria of 
David (1 Chron. 29:11): “Thine, O Lord, is the 
greatness, and the power, and the glory, and the vic- 
tory, and the majesty: for all that is in the heaven 


and in the earth is thine; thine is the kingdom, O” 


Lord, and thou art exalted as head above all. Both 
riches and honour come of thee, and thou reignest 
over all; and in thine hand is power and might; and 
in thine hand it is to make great, and to give strength 
unto all.” As David foreshadows the ending of the 
Lord’s Prayer, so in Paul we have a last echo: “And 
the Lord shall deliver me from every evil work, and 
will preserve me unto his heavenly kingdom: to 
whom be glory for ever and ever. Amen” (2 Tim. 
4:18). The Gloria of David and the Gloria of Paul, 
—one from a throne, the other from a dungeon. But 
the same God and Saviour and Lord. Bengel looks 
forward to the eternal consummation of this Gloria: 
“When the whole number of the sons of God shall 
have reached their goal, a pure doxology will arise 
in heaven. Hallowed be the name of our God. ‘His

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The Secret of Christian Homes 


Only those who have Christian homes know the 
meaning of this blessing. There is no substitute for 
a Christian home. Such homes are few and far be- 
tween in the world of today. Indeed, homes of any 
sort seem to be decreasing rather than increasing. 
What used to be homes are now only houses or apart- 
ments from which members of the family stay away 
as much as possible. A true home, at its best, is pos- 
sible only in Christ, when the members of the family 
are members of God’s family, Christ being the head 
of the household. A Christian woman writes in a 
recent letter to a friend from whose home had been 
sent greetings and remembrance: “Isn't a Christian 
home a real sanctuary of love and rest? The very 
atmosphere of such a home flowed through your letter 
to me as I read it and was refreshed —as if I really 
had had a drink of ‘water from the well of Bethle- 
hem.’” Christian homes can indeed give a “drink 
of water” to thirsty souls whenever they enter; the 
very atmosphere sheds abroad love and peace and joy 
and blessing; and how desperately the world needs 
all these today! The early Christians must have had 
such homes when they had entered upon the wonder 
and the joy of “the life that is Christ,” for we read 
that “day by day, continuing stedfastly with one accord 
in the temple, and breaking bread at home, they took 
their food with gladness and singleness of heart, prais- 
ing God, and having favor with all the people.” The 
secret of the Christian home goes deep; it means 
not only that Christ is at home there, but also that 
Curist is the home of those who live there. Their 
home is Christian because Christ is their home.

the moral standards of our day? Why be 
moral at all? Which is older, religion or 
morality? Why should man obey God? Suppose 
that God were to command one to be cruel or dishon- 
est or mean. Of course you hasten to reply, “But he 
is good, otherwise not God.” But what is good; by 
what criterion is one to judge whether or not God is 
good? 
Suppose, God-fearing parents, that questions such 


Wiis: is the scientific method as applied to 


as these were to be propounded to your boys and girls, 


or that they should arise of themselves in the fertile 
minds of the youth of today, what-manner of man 
would you choose as a guide for your children through 
such a labyrinth of speculation?“ Asa matter of fact, 
questions even more daring and revolutionary are be- 
ing handled in the college classroom. Does it matter 
vitally what type of men sit in the professors’ seats, 
or may we confidently expect our youth to grope their 
own way safely out of thé fog? 

If, in spite of all the warnings that have been 
sounded from time to time through the pages of THE 
Stnpay ScHoot Tres and other Christian journals, 
there are still Christian parents of real evangelical 
faith who doubt that pagan philosophy of the rankest 
type is being propagated in the classrooms of our col- 
leges and universities of established reputation, a few 
quotations from a recent book, “The New Morality,” 
by Durant Drake, Professor of Philosophy at Vassar 
College, should prove not only enlightening but alarm- 
ing. More than that, a thoughtful reading of the book 
should make even a casual student of those things 
which the Holy Spirit declares “must shortly come 
to pass” cry out, “Here is prophecy unmistakably ful- 
filled before one’s eyes!” The theme of the—book 
startlingly reveals the fact that human thinking in 
our time is fast ripening toward the day of that strong 
one who “opposeth and exalteth himself against all 
that is called God or that is worshipped; so that he 


a 
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sitteth in the temple of God, setting himself forth 
as God.” 

One need read no farther than the opening sen- 
tences of the book to discover that the author's atti- 
tude is in no sense Christian. The very idea of 
authority is challenged at the start. Moreover, tor all 
its boasted freshness of approach to the question of a 
basis for human conduct, there is a strong savor of 
hedonism (the doctrine that pleasure is the chief good) 
that -makes one say, as did the Preacher of old, 
“There is no new thing under the sun. Is there a 
thing whereof it may be said, See, this is new? it 
hath been long ago, in the ages which were before us.” 

Says the author, “We are only in our own day 
reaping the fruits of the Reformation, freeing religion 
from ecclesiastical authority and dogma. .. . We are 
turning the key and emerging from the prison of 
authoritarianism.” Again: “A deed is good ii it 
is the sort of deed that has good results; whether any 
one recognizes it as good is quite secondary. ... li 
an act has n@ tendency to lessen the amount of hap- 
piness in the world, it is not wrong, and no prohi- 
bition by man or god or conscience could make it 
wrong.” Fancy the effect upon impulsive, hot-blooded 
youth of such teaching as that! Let youth fling aside, 


_ once and for all, “Thus saith the Lord,” and apply 


such a standard-to some proposed course of action, — 
not after experience has taught its costly lesson, not 
after the chase has long been ended, and hope, folding 
her wings has looked backward and become regret, 
— but in that eager moment before the act when desire 
colors the judgment. How easy then to convince 
oneself that the desired course will not “lessen the 
happiness of the world,” that it will bring results good 
enough to offset any lurking misgivings of conscience. 
One is reminded of the youth who in that wild night 
of riotous enthusiasm after the signing of the Armistice 
went about smashing plate glass windows. When 
asked in the chilling light of morning why he did it, 
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he replied, “It seemed a good thing to do at the time.” 
Not even the authority of the Decalogue is inviolate 
according to the standard proposed by Durant Drake. 
“If we are candid,” he says, “we must confess that the 
evidence that Jahweh handed tablets of stone to a 
man’ named Moses on Mount Sinai is no better than 
the evidence that Zeus or Apollo gave such commands 
to men as the Iliad and Odyssey récord.” The early 
Christians, he adds, “thought that they knew God’s 
will. But so have equally earnest people in all ages.” 

It is most significant that the author early affirms 
the animal origin of morals. Religion, he asserts, 
grew out of morals; man first sanctioned a code, then 
gradually came to attribute its origin to supernatural 
sources. The author’s contempt for the standards 
of the fathers and his hatred for supernatural religion 
are equally apparent. Both pulpit and pew are rele- 
gated to the antique shop. “The conscience of our excel- 
lent forefathers,” he says, “is not adequate for today. 
... Relatively few educated people in our day retain a 
clearly defined supernaturalistic attitude towards mor- 
ality. But that attitude still lurks implicitly in most 
pulpit utterances and church teaching.” For faith as 
adherence to a standard, or as confidence in man and 
his ultimate destiny, he has the deepest respect; but 
faith “believing where it cannot prove” he calls “gul- 
libility.” He has nothing but scorn for the missionary 
enterprise, seeming to think that it involves imposing 
“average Americanism” upon the Oriental. The aver- 
age missionary he declares to be too narrow for his 
great calling. Of the missionary enterprise he says: 
“At its worst it has been a sort of Prussianism in 
religion, insufferably patronizing, cocksure of the final- 
ity of its particular theological views, thrusting down 
the throats of its converts doctrines which they will 
sooner or later have to regurgitate. At its best it 
has brought material help.” One need not wonder 
that the preaching of the cross is to this college pro- 
fessor foolishness when one reads: “The present 
writer is far from believing in Puritanism; he is all 
for human happiness, wherever it can safely be found. 
He personally enjoys alcoholic liquors and finds it a 
real cross to do without them.” He classes together 
as parallel philanthropies establishing Fundamentalist 
colleges where “teachers must profess some medieval 
creed,” endowing mission boards “to convert the poor 
heathen who know no better,” and establishing a home 
for aged cats! : 

When the author enters the realm of politics, busi- 
ness, and journalism he has some really constructive 
suggestions. His appraisal of the fruits of modern 
warfare is just and challenging, his indictment of race 
prejudice commendable. But his discussion of mar- 
riage and the relation of the sexes can be nothing 
short of revolting to one who regards marriage as a 
sacred institution and respects our Lord’s pronounce- 
ment concerning divorce. A few quotations will speak 
for themselves. 

“It is utopian td expect every one to choose the 
right partner the first time. . . . Why should these 
inevitable mistakes be irremediable?” 

“Supernaturally sanctioned prohibitions are losing 
their prestige. ... We are ceasing to think of divorce 
as a sin or a disgrace.” 

“There is reason for insisting upon the marriage 
ceremony; it is a handle by which the State can to 
some degree avert the irresponsible union of lovers.” 

“With respect to the sex-instinct we are probably 
going to see far greater laxity than our Puritan for- 
bears, or Christian teachers in general, would counte- 
nance.” 

“The burden of this book is that we are gradually 
working out a better moral code than men have 
hitherto held; and the Christian churches seldom offer 
. us leadership in this momentous undertaking.” 

Now the press of today is pouring out floods of just 
such poisonous blasphemy. The only justification, 
perhaps, for so detailed a consideration of “The New 
Morality” is the fact that it is the work of a college 
professor, and a girls’ college at that. Can any Chris- 
tian mother choose deliberately to place her daughter 
under the influence of a teacher who voices a senti- 
ment like this: “It is too bad that a highly trained 
woman, capable of valuable service to society, should 
drop her career, lose her salary, and vanish within 
the walls of a home to take care of one or two chil- 
dren”? <As if there were a higher service to society 
than the molding of even one young life that is des- 
tined for eternity! But Durant Drake knows no eter- 
nal destiny for the soul. He speaks of consciousness 
as that “marvelous and inexplicable boon, which, for 
a brief time, is given to us all.” 

One can find no stronger argument for a sweeping 
condemnation of this book by a college professor, and 
of the false teaching so prevalent throughout our in- 
stitutions of learning which it voices, than the author’s 
own in the closing chapter. “The main work of moral 
education must be done by the schools. The schools 
alone reach the whole population. A rapidly 
increasing number are going on to high school and 
college. Here, then, is the place to reach our people, 
while they are still young and plastic, and to awaken 
them to the importance of moral intelligence. Here 
we can be free from the burden of sectarian religious 
dogmas, here we have teachers and pupils from every 
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race and social stratum in the land, with every sort 
of moral background and representing every moral 
need. Here we have, obviously, the greatest oppor- 
tunity to shape the men and women of the future.” 
True, alarmingly true, every word! And shall we 
Christian parents expose the young lives committed 
to our trust to the rankest, most insidious poison at 
their most susceptible period? Thank God, there are 
in this country a few institutions of higher learning 
of the most unimpeachable standards, both religious 
and scholastic. It is our solemn duty to search them 
out and give them our ardent support and patronage. 

Listen to one more significant quotation from the 
closing chapter. ‘Morality is a set of rules which 
men, for good reasons, impose upon themselves; it 
remains always more or less external to their natures, 
crossing their desires, demanding repression and con- 
formity.* Such a situation is never free from danger. 
Red-blooded youths are bound to be continually re- 
belling against its constraints; and a wave of passion, 
or lust, jealousy, hatred, ambition, or greed may at any 
time fling its shackles to the four winds. Does it not 
seem clear that there can be no secure morality until 
men are born with altered natures, with impulses and 
desires organically adjusted to the needs of their hu- 
man situation, so that they instinctively and easily 
choose the right? Is not Bernard Shaw correct in 
saying that the only hope for a radically better life 
on earth is to breed a race of supermen?” The truth 
again. The tragic fact about it is that Durant Drake 
and all his company are fatally ignorant of the 
fact that the Lord Jesus Christ came doWn to earth 
to found just such a race of supermen. No man is 
fit to teach, fit to undertake the molding and shaping 
of plastic youth, who has not learned the secret of 
that blessed mystery of the ages, the new birth from 
above and the transforming power of the indwelling 
Christ. 

















Did the Pentecostal Spirit Come upon All? 


In your editorial on the approaching anniversary 
of Pentecost, in your issue of January 25, you state 
that “the Holy Spirit for the first time and in a new 
way came upon the whole body of believers in Jesus 
Christ.” , 

Is not this rather an exaggeration? What Scrip- 
ture have we for supposing that other believers of 
whom there were many, besides the hundred and 
twenty in the upper room, also received the Pente- 
costal enduement at the same time as the hundred 
and twenty? 

Paul tells us of “above five hundred brethren” (1 
Cor. 15:6) to whom the risen Lord appeared dur- 
ing the forty days before his ascension, and prob- 
ably there were many more in different parts of 
Palestine. Would they not need to have a definite 
personal experience of the Spirit’s baptism, though 
not necessarily accompanied with the manifestations 
that marked the coming of the Holy Spirit in the 
upper room? 

Some of the five hundred may have been in the 
condition of these disciples at Ephesus to whom the 
question was put (Acts 19:2), “Did ye receive the 
—s Spirit when ye believed ?”—A British Columbia 
reader. : 


While it is commonly assumed that the number upon 
whom the Holy Spirit came on the Day of Pentecost 
was one hundred and twenty, is there anything in 
the text to limit the number to this? The word 
“all” is very prominent in the inspired record; our 
only uncertainty may be as to who is meant by 
“all.” We read that “when the day of Pentecost was 
fully come, they were ALL with one accord in one 
place. And suddenly there came a sound from heaven 
as of a rushing mighty wind, and it filled att the 
house where they were sitting. And there appeared 
unto them cloven tongues as of fire, and it sat upon 
EACH OF THEM. And they were ALL filled with the 
Holy Ghost” (Acts 2: 1-4). ® 

There seems to be no suggestion in this that 
the “all” upon whom the Holy Spirit came in this 
new way was limited to one hundred and twenty be- 
lievers. That number is given in the preceding chap- 
ter in connection with another day. After the Lord’s 
ascension the disciples returned to Jerusalem and 
“went up into an upper room” where the eleven dis- 
ciples abode—their names are given in the verse 
that says this (Acts 1:13). A little later we read 
that “in those days Peter stood up in the midst of 
the disciples, and said, (the number of names together 
were about an hundred and twenty,)” —then follows 
the record of Peter’s suggestion that Judas’ place 
among the twelve be filled by another at that time. 
The record of this is completed in the first chapter, 
then we read on concerning what happened on another 
day, “when the day of Pentecost was fully come.” 

There would seem no more reason to limit to the 
one hundred and twenty the “all” who are mentioned 
here than to limit this “all” to the twelve apostles. 
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The Scofield Reference Bible makes the comment that : 


“on the day of Pentecost the Spirit came upon the 
whole body of believers (Acts 2:1-4).” From the 
simple, straightforward record in the Scripture that 
describes this great and unique event it seems reason- 
able to believe that God may have seen to it that all 
the true believers in Christ were together at this 
time. That the gathering was in the upper room men- 
tioned in the first chapter of Acts is not stated; it 
was not necessary that they should be there; they may 
have been, and they. may not have been. Matthew 
Henry comments: ‘“What place it was we are not 
told particularly, whether in the Temple, where they 
attended at public times (Luke 24:53), or whether in 
their own upper room, where they met at other times. 
But it was at Jerusalem, because this had been the 
place which God chose, to put his name there, and 
the prophecy was that thence the word of the Lord 
should go forth to all nations (Isa. 2:3). It was 
now the place of the general rendezvous of all devout 
people.” We must not forget that this was the time 
of the great Jewish Feast of Pentecost, and it is 
natural to suppose that all the five hundred or more 
true believers to whom the risen Lord had appeared 
could have been at Jerusalem at this time, having 
come there from various parts of the land; and that, 
because they were true believers in the risen Christ, 
they would be together, “all with one accord in one 
place,” in prayer and worship. 

On the other hand, let us suppose that not all 
believers were together when the Holy Spirit fell in 
power, in a new way, upon those of whom we read 
in Acts 2. Have we any right to say that: the 
Holy Spirit could not have come upon, and did not 
thus come upon, every true believer in the land that 
day, no matter where they were? The Pentecostal 
event was the fulfillment of “the promise of the 
Father” and the baptism with (or in) the Holy 
Ghost (Acts 1:4, 5). It had never occurred before 
-in this way in the history of the world; it has never 
occurred again. For it was, as many true Bible 
students believe, as definite and unique an event in 
God’s plan and purpose for the founding of the Chris- 
tian Church as was the incarnation of Christ, which 
had never occurred before and which can never be 
repeated. Individuals have continued to receive the 
Holy Spirit in the moment of their regeneration, or 
new birth, by faith in Christ as Saviour, from the 
day of Pentecost until today, and other newly saved 
individuals will continue to have this experience until 
the Lord comes again. But that is not a repetition 
of the Day of Pentecost, when the body of believers 
were, by the descent and baptism of the Holy Spirit, 
formed into the spiritual organism that is the true 
body of Christ. 

We must be careful, also, to distinguish between 
the baptism of the Spirit, which occurs for every be- 
liever at the moment of the new birth, or regeneration, 
when the Holy Spirit baptizes the believer “into Jesus 
Christ” (Rom. 6:3); and the filling of the Holy 
Spirit, which normally should occur then but which 
often does not take place until later. The filling of 
the Spirit occurs whenever. the Christian yields fully 
to Christ as Lord and trusts him fully. If the Chris- 
tian should later grieve the Holy Spirit by any un- 
belief or other sin, there must be a new filling, as 
there will be instantly upon confession and faith. The 
filling of the Spirit can be renewed and repeated many 
times if necessary; the baptism of the Spirit is once 
for all at the new birth. “For by one Spirit are we 
all baptized into one body” (1 Cor. 12:13). “One 
Lord, one faith, one baptism” (Eph. 4:5). Those 
who have been thus baptized by the Spirit are com- 
manded to “be filled with the Spirit” (Eph. 5:18), 
hence the expression that suggests Scriptural truth, 
“One baptism, many fillings.” 

The disciples at Ephesus of whom Paul asked 
the question recorded in Acts 19 had not been be- 
lievers in Christ at all; the passage makes this’ plain. 
They became -believers in Christ after Paul gave 
them the Gospel; until then, they did not know the 
truth about Christ. The British Columbia reader 
gives the accurate rendering of Acts 19:2, which 
is not as the Authorized Version translates it, “Have 
ye received the Holy Ghost since ye believed?” but 
as given in the Revised Version and the Scofield 
Reference Bible and other sound commentaries: “Did 
ye receive the Holy Spirit when ye believed?” When 
they answered, “We have not so much as, heard 
whether there be any Holy Ghost,” Paul asked them: 
“Unto what then were ye baptized? . And they said, 
Unto John’s baptism. Then said Paul, John verily 
baptized with the baptism of repentance, saying unto 
the people, that they should believe on him which 
should come after him, that is, on Christ Jesus. When 
they heard this, they were baptized in the name of 
the Lord Jesus. And when Paul had. laid his hands 
upon them, the Holy Ghost came on them; and they 
spake with tongues, and prophesied.” 

As Dr. Scofield comments: “Paul was evidently 
impressed by the absence of spirituality and power 
in these so-called: disciples. Their answer brought 
out the fact that they were Jewish proselytes, dis- 
ciples of John the Baptist, looking forward to a com- 
ing King, not Christians looking backward to an 
accomplished redemption.” 
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What modern writers and statesmen are saying of the future 


Today’s Many False Prophets—and the True 
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the future that is in store for it, then the world 

will prophesy for itself. In fact, the world is 
already prophesying. The craving for some vision 
of the future is prompting modern writers to imagine 
and to write of things to come. The novelists are, 
needless to say, to the fore as prophets. The imagina- 
tive gifts possessed by writers of fiction have before 
now enabled some of their number— Jules Verne 
pre-eminently —to make strangely successful guesses 
at, or anticipations of the future. The present turmoil 
of human ‘affairs offers an unprecedented challenge 
to their imagination. Hence we may expect an in- 
creasing crop of fictional prophecy. A typical ex- 
ample thereof is advertised as follows: 


A remarkable tale of 200 years hence. Suppose 
that the anti-God campaign, now militant in 
Russia, were to succeed? Suppose that Chris- 
tianity were swept away and avowed belief be- 
came punishable by death! A novel with a theme 
of terrific possibilities. 


[: THE Church does not prophesy to the world of 


The authors and publishers of such novels realize, 
as some Christian preachers do not seem yet to freal- 
ize, the intense and increasing craving of the modern 
world for knowledge of the future. 

Aware of the world’s eager interest in the subject 
of the future, a Communist playwright has profited 
thereby in the attempt to drive home the Socialist 
message of his play, as explained by a London news- 
paper correspondent who reports from Moscow as 
follows: 


To Socialism. by Time Machine 
A Russian Futurist Fantasy 


The plot, so far as a plot could be said to 
exist, developed as follows. An inventor, Chuda- 
kov, perfects a time-machine which will permit 
the individual to shorten or prolong experiences, 
to project himself at will into the future. He 
is thwarted at every turn by the bureaucratic 
Pobedonosikov. F inally a “Phosphorous Woman,” 
who is described as “the Woman Delegate of 2030,” 
appears on the scene, and under her inspiration 
the time-machine is set in motion and people pre- 
pare to fly to Socialism. When the flight is at- 
tempted, all the bureaucrats and other persons 
with a bourgeois taint are ignominiously hurled to 
death, while the inventor, the Young Communist 
who supports: him, and the other virtuous types 
are carried triumphantly to “Socialism,” wherever 
and whatever that may be. 


When preachers of Communism are thus feeding with 
prophetic fantasy an anxious world, hungry for knowl- 
edge of the future, oe time is now surely ripe for 
all preachers of Christianity to feed the same anxious 
and hungry world with God-revealed, prophetic fact! 

Furthermore, when conservative statesmen, and not 
only novelists and dramatists, take to inventing 
prophecies of the future, then the stronger becomes 
the challenge to the Church to give forth the true 
prophecies of God! A member of the late Conserv- 
ative Government of Great Britain, Lord Birkenhead, 
has now turned prophet, and we must not be sur- 
prised to find other public men following his example 
and trying to invent and impart to the public news of 
the future. One hundred years is the length of Lord 
Birkenhead’s leap into the future. His prophecy, “The 
World in A. D. 2030,” is found by reviewers more 
alarming than attractive. 

In his “prophetic flight,” says one reviewer, “he 
crowds into one hundred years more changes than 
many people would like to see in a thousand.” Need 
we envy posterity? asks another reviewer, and declares 
himself a “little doubtful,” while yet "another pro- 
nounces Lord Birkenhead’s predictive suggestions to 
be “as bold as they are terrifying.” Suffice it for 
us to say that Lord Birkenhead’s prophesying has 
nothing in: common with the Biblical announcement 
of the Kingdom of God upon earth, to be established 
at the Messianic return of God the Son. If the 
Church of England, whose responsibility as an estab- 
lished Church is in this connection special and em- 
phatic, had more plainly and strongly proclaimed the 
coming and kingdom of Jesus the Messiah, then 
British political leaders would have been preserved 
from uttering their own false, because uninspired and 
merely fanciful, prophecy. 

Alas! There are other human prophecies current 
today which are more ominous than those just men- 
tioned, being more plausible and of shorter range. 
Notable among those is the dark foreboding of the 
late M. Georges Clemenceau. In his “Grandeur and 
Misery of Victory,” M. Clemenceau has. bequeathed 


. dictive command: 


“A gloomy forecast of events” is the comment 
of a London newspaper on Clemenceau’s book, 
“Grandeur and Misery of Victory.” A British 
statesman has written on conditions as he imag- 
ines they will be one hundred years hence, and 
one reviewer calls his predictions “as bold as 
they are terrifying.” Novelists and playwrights 
are also prophesying. Miss Pankhurst points out 
that, i in the midst of the many human voices, there 
is great need for the proclaiming of the prophetic 
Scriptures, and especially the truth of the Lord’s 
coming. 








to the world, as a melancholy legacy, one of those 
latter-day “rumors of wars” which fulfill our Lord’s 
own prophecy of the signs of His return. The aged 
statesman, hailed by his admirers as the “Father Vic- 
tory” of the war, died in the belief, false or true, that 
Germany was arming for and would launch another 
war. This his posthumous prophecy is indeed, as the 
London Daily Telegraph headlined it, “a gloomy fore- 
cast of events.” 

Another dark prediction uttered in various quarters 
is of more. trouble impending in Palestine. 

All the East, both Far and Near, is in ferment. 
Throughout the Western world, both Old and New, 
the problems of unemployment, crime, and shaken 
morals are overstraining the wisdom and power of 
mere human rulers. The war problem they seem to 
think simple in comparison, and yet under the surface 
of their disarmament discussions and decisions there is 
the undoubted fact that future war is feared. If that 
is not so, why those long and difficult negotiations 
and a Three-Power instead of a Five-Power Pact? 
And why the reluctance of the two strongest naval 
powers to commit themselves to Security compacts 
with other nations, if they do not dread future war- 
fare into which a Security Pact would draw them? 


The Church’s Message of Hope 


To the modern world, resounding with sinister 
rumors and alarms, the churches have a definite_mes- 
sage_to give. It is the message from Jesus Christ 
their ir Lord to the world which will be his kingdom 
in historic and accomplished and experienced fact 
when he comes again, visibly, powerfully, gloriously. 
After describing to the disciples the signs of his com- 
ing and of the end of the age, the Lord added his pre- 
“This gospel of the kingdom shall 
be preached in all the world for a witness unto all 
nations; and then shall the end come.” 

What a message of hope—what good tidings! 
Then shall the end come—the end of wars and the 
fear of wars, the end of all the multiple evils of 
this evil age, the beginning of the new age and 
the world-wide reign of Jesus, the Lord our Right- 
eousness. Amid the babel of fearsome and fantastic 
human prophecy and above the tumult of rumors of 
impending wars and tribulations, will not the ambas- 
sadors of Christ proclaim, as he has bidden them pro- 
claim, the Gospel of his return and kingdom! May there 
in these days of need be no Jonah-like shrinking 
from the delivery of this Gospel of the kingdom to 
the modern world, this latter-day and mightier Nine- 
veh! Will not Christians, from the greatest to the 
least, rejoice in the privilege that now is theirs of going 
before the Lord “in the spirit and power of Elias’! 

In the days of His first advent how very few were 


expecting and awaiting his prophesied nativity, while’ 


the many —and the priests especially —knew noth- 
ing thereof. Yet those few faithful ones were right, 
and all the rest were wrong. And later, when John 
the Baptist became “the prophet of the Highest” and 
went before the face of the Lord to prepare his ways, 
he was a voice crying in the wilderness while those 
who were the regular representatives of God were 
silent. They knew not that the time had come when 
Messiah, as the kingdom of God, was to stand in 
their midst as the ancient prophet had predicted 
(Zeph. 3:15, 17) and as they were to hear from the 
incarnate Messiah himself (Luke 17:21). But hear- 
ing, they understood not. They knew not the time 
of their visitation and saw not in him the secret of 
their peace. The literal interpretation of prophecy 
would indeed have profited the Jewish people and their 
religious leaders nineteen hundred years ago. The 
same is true of us Christians today. 

Let us remember that Elijah must first come before 
the Second Advent, as well as before the First Ad- 
vent of the Lord. The Elijah of the First Advent 
was not all or any one of the priests. He was none 
other than John the Baptist, “For all the prophets 
and the law prophesied until John. And if ye will 








receive it, this is Elias which was for to come” 
(Matt. 11:13, 14). “Elias is come already. , 
Then the disciples understood that he spake unto them 
of John the Baptist” (Matt. 17:12, 13). 

A supreme question today is this: In whom are 
we to recognize the Elijah of the second Advent? 
Surely in those many, however feeble, voices that now 
are calling out to the world: Repent for the kingdom 
of Heaven is at hand! May their chorus of advent 
testimony be swelled and strengthened and deepened 
by the voices of the Christian clergy as a whole. But 
if not, we must take courage, remembering that nine- 
teen hundred years ago the entire priesthood was 
silent and unseeing and only among the laity were 
any found to know that the Lord was coming, or to 
know him when he came. Though the priesthood 
then renounced the role of Elijah, the Lord raised up 
the Baptist as his herald. Today, in place of that 
one mighty witness, he is raising up weaker ones, who 
have yet the strength of numbers. Best of all, 
among them are very many ministers, his ordained am- 
bassadors, who are. leading the laity in the advent 
witness of today. May a double portion of the spirit 
of Elijah be upon them, as they go forward fulfilling 
their Lord’s commission for these latter days by 
preaching the Gospel of his return and kingdom as 
the compelling and urgent reason why men and women 
should forthwith seek pardon and preparation through 
his cross. 

The magnifying signs of our Lord’s return will 
surely convince Christian ministers, in increasing num- 
bers, that he is nigh, even at the door. Let us not 
despair of seeing the present ministerial minority of 
advent witnesses turn into a witnessing majority! An 
open door will surely be opened before this Philadel- 
phian faithfulness. Indeed, a great door and effectual 
is already opened for the Gospel of the Redeemer’s 
coming and kingdom. 

How is it open? In the first place, the modern gen- 
eration are curious about the future. They are begin- 
ning to believe, with the encouragement of scientists 
and philosophers, that the future is already existent 
and would be knowable if a super-temporal vision 
could be attained. Therefore the truth of Scriptural 
prophecy is more easily preached and received by the 
human mind today than formerly. Secondly, and still 
more important, the trials and perils of these times 
are shaking the pride and confidence of multitudes 
of men and women and inclining their hearts to wel- 
come the tidings of the approaching divine visitation 
by the Lamb of God, returning in his lion strength. 

A work of mercy and a glorious privilege has the 
Lord entrusted to his people, by bidding them, in the 
face of the predicted signs now present, to announce 
that his royal coming is near and that pardon and 
preparation for his coming are freely offered to human- 
kind, because he loves us and gave himself for us.

And the anchor that did not drag in the storms of Higher Criticism

Modernist Seminary 














I was working for the degree of Bachelor of Arts. 

God seemed to be calling me into the ministry. 
The matter of going to a theological seminary must 
be considered. ; 

My professor of Bible and Philosophy in the school 
where I had spent the joyful undergraduate years was 
a fervent believer in the holy writings. Religion to 
him was a radiant reality; Christ to him was a per- 
sonal Redeemer and Companion. Dr. H, had no use 
for the Higher Criticism which, denying the infallibil- 
ity of the Book, arrogates to itself an infallibility 
that might make the Pope envious. 

This beloved teacher of mine had received from 
me the greatest admiration which I gave to any mem- 
ber of the faculty. His ripe scholarship, his perfect 
devotion to the “faith of our fathers,” his beautiful 
simple daily walk with God, Enoch-like, gave me 
strong confidence in his judgment. 

I was in his home one summer evening after finish- 
ing my college work. We were discussing the the- 
ological school of our denomination which I contem- 
plated attending. (1 will refer to this school as X.) 
Dr. H. called attention to its dreadful teaching in 
denying that the fifty-third chapter of Isaiah refer- 
red specifically and positively to Jesus Christ. He 
adverted to that passage in Acts where Philip finds 
the eunuch reading from this portion of the Old Tes- 
tament. We learn from the inspired record that from 
this same Scripture Philip preached Jesus to the offi- 
cer of Queen Candace. 


How I Was Kept Safe 


“But Philip, poor fellow,” said my professor in 
an outburst of holy scorn and irony over the blas- 
phemous doctrines of the higher critical institution, 
“did not know as much as the professors at X. He 
believed that the fifty-third of Isaiah was a prophecy 
of the Lord Jesus.” 

During our conversation that evening I asked the 
advice of my dear old instructor as to whether I should 
become a student at X. At first he would not give 
me a definite answer. A little later he learned from 
something I said that divine love was the dominating 
principle of my life. He had reason to believe that 
Christ was all in all to me as a “perfect, present Sav- 
jour.’ Then he said, “With an experience of heart 
like that, I believe you can safely go to X.” 

I went to this school. It is one of the leading 
seminaries of this country, with graduates scattered 
over the world. As I look back on the years spent 
there, the insight that my professor manifested in 
feeling I might without injury take its courses be- 
cause I had a definite experience of the regenerating 
grace of God is striking. For (I shudder as I write 
it, realizing the narrowness of my escape) had it not 
been that I knew the power of a personal salvation, 
I should probably have become a skeptic as a result 
of studying at X. 

It is only through the mercy of the Most High 
that my case did not become that of a young dental 
student I met some years ago. He had felt called 
to the ministry. A conservative in his religious be- 
liefs, he entered a theological school of his denomina- 
tion. But it was a place where the Higher Criticism 
was taught. So effectually did it work on him that 
he lost all faith in Christianity and abandoned his 
plans for the ministry. He chose dentistry for his 
vocation, having become practically an atheist. 

This ex-theologue at least deserved credit for his 
frankness, in contrast with those ministers who like 
him have lost faith in evangelical religion but who 
persist in the pastoral calling. Were our Lord on 
earth again I believe he would thunder fearful woes 
on such false shepherds. 

To return to my seminary experiences, the first 
months in the classroam were terrible ones for me. 
To hear the professors attempting to demolish doc- 
trines that I had been taught from my childhood as 
God’s truth was agonizing. 

I recall that during recitation time one day, when 
we were considering the subject of inspiration, a stu- 
dent said to the professor, “Dr. T., do you think the 
Constitution of the United States is as much inspired 
as the Pentateuch?” 

Without hesitation the reply came, “The Constitu- 
tion is probably more inspired than the Pentateuch.” 

You may imagine the shock those words gave me. 
This same professor taught that Paul’s experience on 
the road to Damascus was nothing more than a sun- 
stroke. Dr. T. was perhaps the leading member of the 
faculty at X. But he by no means accepted the Apos- 
tles’ Creed in its entirety. 

He was but one of various teachers who were caus- 


| HAD completed my courses in the college where 


ing me to travel toward the bog of doubt. I came to 
a point during my first year at X when I began to 
put a question mark after everything. In my distress 
I cried out, ‘What is truth?” I wondered if I could 
believe anything at all, even secular history. 

But God gave me an anchor. During this time of 
tempest for my soul I could not get away from the 
fact of my Christian experience. (God had definitely 
and wonderfully saved mec years before I ever saw the 
inside of a theological school. All the learned Doc- 
tors of Divinity and of Philosophy in/the world could 
not make me deny that I had known the witness of 
the Spirit as to my adoption into that family named 
of Jesus Christ in Heaven and earth. To doubt my 
salvation, my acceptance with God, was to doubt my 
existence. The Lord Jesus had come into my life 
as a personal Redeemer. This was the blessed, golden 
anchor that held in those hurricanes of heresy that 
were blowing across my life. 

This experience of the certainty o: pardon was 
professor-proof. Jesus was real to me. I realized 
then the words of Peter, “To whom shall we go? 
thou hast the words of eternal Ife.” 

I do thank God that during those days when I was 
in danger of losing the faith of our fathers I could 
go into my room in the dormitory, kneel down there 
with only my heavenly Father present, and know 
that he spoke to my heart. Higher Criticism dared 
not intrude itself at such a sacred time. J knew whom 
I believed. This peace in secret prayer was another 
anchor that did not drag in my time of storm. 

That I came out from X believing in and experi- 
encing the old-time religion is little short of a miracle. 
I take no credit whatever to myself. It is only by 
the grace of God that I am today what I am, a humble 
believer in those sweet and lovely truths I learned at 
my mother’s knee. 

But were I to take my seminary course again I 
should not, knowing what I do today, under any 
circumstances go to a Modernist school. The risk 
is too great. Better by far to be without such a 
course than to be in danger of its paralyzing, deaden- 
ing, destroying influence. 

At X seminary I took the full course for the degree 
of S.T.B., which I have today. For many, I fear, 
these letters not only stand for “Bachelor of Syste- 
matic Theology,” but also for “Spiritual Tuberculosis.” 

Yes, seminaries where the teachings of Higher 
Criticism are offered their students usually bring weak- 
ness and ruin to the lungs of the soul. I mean by 
this that there is often a loss of the spirit of prayer. 
For “prayer is the Christian’s vital breath,” and 
these seminaries do not foster the prayer passion. 
Go to one of their week-night prayer-meetings. Meager 
will be the attendance. Cold, lifeless, and hard the 
hour will be. It is a relief when the last moments are 
reached. No travail, no unction, no visioning of hu- 
manity’s needs of a divine Saviour with consequent 
calling as intercessors on God, 


Bitterness and Unbelief 


And not only did I find that the weekly prayer- 

meeting at the seminary was not particularly helpful 
in cultivating spirituality, but also the ‘daily chapel 
services were not devotionally what they might have 
been. That holy joy, that blessed lifting to the heaven- 
lies were absent. The sense of sacred brotherhood was 
not there. 
, During the latter part of my seminary course the 
faculty arranged for the various seniors to lead devo- 
tion at chapel on different days. But the plan had to 
be given up. Why? Because it was found that those 
theologues who had charge of devotions were, with- 
out cause, subjected to such fault-finding and harsh 
criticism for their pulpit manners, from their fellow 
students in the pews, that considerable irritation re- 
sulted. This is a sad commentary on how possible 
it is to fix a great gulf between theology and spirit- 
uality. Those students did not love as 1} -ethren. 

I recall something I noticed in chapel one morning 
during service. We were singing, “Faith of Our 
Fathers,” and one of the students was making signs 
to another to let him know what a delicious joke it 
was to be singing this particular song at X. 

I recall another student who attacked a particular 
tenet of the “Faith of our Fathers.” It was in a 
seminar of which I was a member. This student was 
discussing in his paper the marvelous happenings in 
the upper room on Pentecost morning, as recorded in 
the second chapter of Acts, and he contended that the 
sound of rushing wind and the tongues of fire were 
nothing more than the phenomena of an ordinary 
thunderstorm. I will state, to the credit of the pro- 
fessor who was conducting the seminar, that he refused 
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to endorse this sacrilegious hypothesis. But the very 
fact that the student dared to offer it openly in the 
class. speaks volumes as to the spirit of skepticism 
that a school of Higher Criticism tends to create. 
Though this professor would not degrade Pentecost 
to the plane of a mere meteorological manifestation, 
he had no hesitation about teaching that the punish- 
ment of those who die unsaved is not everlasting. 

As to the Second Coming of Christ, it was ve- 

hemently contended at X that a personal appearing 
again of our Lord is not taught in the Scriptures, 
This supposition was reached by some juggling of 
Greek syntax. But if a personal return is denied, 
must not it follow that there was no personal depart- 
ure of the Messiah nearly two thousand years ago? 
H_ shall come “in like manner” as he went away. If 
there is to be no personal coming back, how could 
there have been a going away in person? 
_I have referred to the absence of a fervent devo- 
tional spirit at the public religious services of X. Such 
a lack was evident in the dormitories also. In the 
one where I roomed there was an effort made to have 
a few minutes of worship each morning ‘when the 
students could gather for a season of waiting on God. 
It had to be given up because of an insufficient num- 
ber of men attending, men who were preparing to go 
out to preach. Surely there is something wrong at 
a theological school where such prayerlessness can 
prevail. 

The Bible was degraded to the level of a merely 
human book, its sacredness forgotten. It was studied 
as “Paradise Lost” or “Hamlet” would be by a class 
in literature. Isaiah and Paul were ranked not much 
higher than Milton or Shakespeare. I became hun- 
gry for the Word of God during the days when I was 
supposed to be studying it at X. There was a 
theoretical, critical, “scientific” approval of the Sacred 
Scriptures that was disheartening. It was as though a 
company of hungry men were assembled to receive 
bread, while those whose duty it was to furnish that 
nourishment gave instead lectures on calories, hydro- 
carbons, proteids, yeast, and baking. 


No Love for Souls 


Another result of a course at a school where such 
teachers are found is that it weakens or destroys the 
evangelistic passion. The burden of a sin-ruined world 
ceases to weigh upon the spirit of the prospective 
ministers. They are urged to go out and be “com- 
munity leaders,” to preach a socialized gospel. Peo- 
ple are to be saved in the mass; sin is not stressed 
as a tragedy. Consequently a personal, vital experi- 
ence of salvation is not imperative. Church member- 
ship under such teaching becomes more important 
than regeneration. With hundreds. of ministers 
graduating annually from seminaries of such standards, 
is it any wonder that revivals are unknown under 
the preaching of these alumni? Is it strange that 
there is a lost sense of sin in this country? 

At X school of theology a touching incident took 
place. One of the professors stumbled over a student 
sobbing in a dark corner of one of the buildings, 
sobbing as though his heart would break. Dr. Z. 
inquired the cause of such sorrow. There came the 
reply: “When I came to X I hada passion for-lost 
souls ; I yearned to see them saved; but since becom- 
ing a student here that passion is gone.” 

Some readers will wonder why I remained at an 
institution where such influences dominated. Doubt- 
less I might have done a wiser thing had I gone to 
an orthodox seminary. But possibly God had a pur- 
pose in permitting me to remain. At least he may 
now be overruling it for his glory, in that as a result 
of my sojourn at X I am able to write this article 
of protest and warning. 

At this school social service and scholarship were 
tremendously empha ‘zed to the ignoring of experi- 
mental salvation and a devotional attitude toward the 
Bible. Scholarship was inculcated as almost the be-all 
and the end-all of a minister’s equipment. To be 
fully furnished intellectually seemed a requisite much 
more important than a heart filled with the love of 
Christ. Books instead of the Book were insisted upon 
as essential to the preparation of the minister’s mes- 
sage. The chief knowledge was not to know God and 
his Son; far more important was the keeping in 
touch with current theological thought. 

A certain strange experience was mine while at X. 
As I would enter the larger door leading into the main 
hall of its recitation building, I would seem to be in 
an undertaker’s establishment surrounded by coffins. 
Such a feeling came to seores, possibly hundreds 
of times. It was as strong as it was strange, this 
atmosphere of death in that hall surrounded by. class- 
rooms where continually the trumpets of Modernism 
were sounding. 

To many a young theologue, I am convinced, those 
rooms became funeral parlors for what was once a 
living faith. 

By the grace of God my confidence in Him and His 
blessed Book did not come under the power of those 
spiritual morticians, the Modernist professors. But 
mine was a narrow escape. _To my divine Deliverer 
I will give thanks for it through the radiant, everlast- 
ing ages.

My Experience in a Sound Seminary 


Where students and faculty believe the Word,

The 
candidate for the ministry in his senior year in col- 
lege is faced with the difficult problem of selecting 
his seminary. He receives catalogues from a large 
number of seminaries and usually his college is visited 
by representatives from-some of them. It is a matter 
of common knowledge that many seminaries today 
are controlled by Modernism. Others have divided 
faculties — some Modernist professors and some ortho- 
dox. A few seminaries remain true to the faith, A 
student choosing a seminary needs to be on his guard 
because the Modernist schools will usually try to con- 
ceal their doctrinal position. I remember having an 
interview with the representative of a certain semi- 
nary; and when I asked him point blank if his school 
stood for the Fundamentals of the faith he tried to 
pretend that he didn’t understand my question. On 
another occasion I received a letter from the presi- 
dent of a seminary that is known to be almost Uni- 
tarian in its teachings, and this letter was designed 
to make me think that the seminary was conservative. 

The question of what I believed about the Bible 
and what I expected to preach was settled when the 
Lord saved me; so_I didn’t intend to waste time in 

a Modernist seminafy. Of course every true believer 
pA familiarize himself with the beliefs and prac- 
tices of Modernism in order to contend intelligently 
for the faith; but it is not necessary to go to a Mod- 
ernist seminary to do that. The Lord called me to 
preach the Word, and I expected to study it under 
teachers who believed it. 

Then again I believed that spiritual preparation for 
the ministry is just as important as intellectual prep- 
aration. Even though there might be some advantage 
in having one’s faith run through a threshing machine 
of criticism and doubt, the cost to one’s spiritual life 
is too great. In this connection the testimony of a 
fellow student who spent one year at a seminary 
where most of the faculty were Modernists, and then 
came to the school where I was located to finish his 
course, made a lasting impression upon me. He said 
that after his year in the Modernist school his wife 
told*him that if another year was going to have the 
same effect on his spiritual condition he had better 
leave the ministry. 

I recall distinctly the day I first arrived in a strange 
city where the seminary of my choice was located. 
Not being familiar with the street car system I took 
a cab to the school. With my limited financial re- 
sources I was more interested in watching the taxi- 
meter than I was to see the new town I was passing 
through. 

When I arrived at the seminary I was welcomed by 
the office secretary, a gracious young lady who I 
learned later had been a missionary in Africa. Then 
I was very kindly received by the registrar. My first 
contact with a fellow student came a few minutes 
later. We met in the hall of the dormitory, and after 
introducing ourselves my new friend asked in a way 
that I could not possibly resent, “Do you love the 
Lord Jesus Christ?” This was my first taste of a happy 
student fellowship of one mind in the Lord, which lasted 
for the three years. What a contrast to the wran- 


Ts: three happiest. years of my life were spent 


gling over doctrine I had experienced with some of 
my Modernist college classmates and even professors 
in a so-called Christian college. 

I found the faculty composed of men who were not 
only men of scholarship but rich in perso al knowledge 
of God. It is impossible in the compass of this short 
article to give any adequate idea of the content of 
the three years of study and fellowship under their 
leadership. I thank God continually for what their 
instruction and their example meant to me. I found 
none of the courses dry or uninteresting. The class- 
rooms were pervaded by a sense of the Lord’s pres- 
ence which made difficult subjects interesting and even 
easier. For example, I suppose every seminary stu- 
dent has heard, at the start, about the “horrors” of 
Hebrew. I had heard a preacher tell how he had 
studied six hours on a Hebrew lesson when in semi- 
nary, and then had been unable to recite when in 
class; consequently I was expecting Hebrew to be a 
terrible ordeal. However my professor of Hebrew 
was a godly man who made me see the importance of 
knowing the original language of the Old Testament 
and captivated my interest in the subject at the start. 

Training in this seminary was designed to impress 
upon each student that he was already in the ministry 
—already an ambassador for Christ even though not 
yet ordained and installed as pastor of a church. We 
were not only learning how to preach, and what to 
preach, but we were getting something that made us 
want to preach. We not only filled preaching engage- 
ments on the Lord’s Day, but we preached on the 
streets on Saturday evenings, and the Lord honored 
this testimony by saving many souls. 

I had the privilege at one of these street meetings 
of talking to a young man about his soul. He was 
unsaved and under conviction, but would not make a 
definite decision for Christ. He agreed, however, to 
attend church with me the next day, and he kept his 
appointment. I kept in touch with him for several 
weeks and prayed for him. One Sunday evening we 
attended church together, and after the service I started 
to walk home with him. I asked him if he was now 
ready to accept Christ as his Saviour. He replied 
that he thought he had been too great a sinner to be 
saved. I quoted Romans 5:6 and explained how it 
was for the ungodly tt t Christ died. That seemed 
to leave him completely without excuse. We walked 
on for at least ten minutes without a word being 
spoken. I prayed and kept still, knowing that the Lord 
was dealing with him and that to bring up another 
subject would be.to spoil everything. Finally, after 
one of the most embarrassing silences I had ever 
endured, he stopped and said brokenly: “I feel that 
I am saved.” I called him by name and said: 

“If you believe that Jesus Christ is your personal 
Saviour you are saved.” He replied immediately: 

“TI do believe in Him, and I know I am saved.” 

We took off our hats and there, right in the middle 
of the sidewalk, we had a prayer-meeting of thanks- 
giving. Now he is one of the most faithful members 
of my church. 

The seminary’s interest in the spiritual welfare of 
the students took definite form in a course taught by 
one of the ‘most beloved members of the faculty on 
the principles of the spiritual life. This course was a 
great blessing to every student. One of my class- 
mates was a precious féllow who had made a great 
sacrifice in leaving his wife and baby and coming a 
long distance across the country to attend this semi- 
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nary. One day as we happened to come out of the 
classroom together, where we had just listened to a 
wonderful lecture on the spiritual life, my friend re- 
marked: “If all I get trom my seminary course 
should be what I just received in that one class, it 
would be worth all the sacrifice I have made to be 
here.” 

Every day in seminary was interesting to me. My 
roommate and I generally got up at six or six-thirty. 
We had our morning worship together, usually read- 
ing a Psalm or other chapter of the Bible and then 
both taking part in prayer. After breakfast we had a 
few minutes for review or study before the first class. 
I enjoyed all of my classes. I had had the experience 
of taking subjects in college without any intention 
of ever using the material in later life, and conse- 
quently without either interest or profit except per- 
haps a certain amount of mental discipline. Now, 
in contrast, what a joy it was to study the Book I 
loved under teachers who loved it for the purpose 
of fitting myself to teach it and to preach it to 
precious souls for whom Christ died! 

After two class periods in the morning we had a 
skort chapel service. It was always spiritually re- 
freshing to stop a few minutes each morning to sing 
and pray and listen to a short devotional talk by some 
member of the faculty or visitor. After chapel there 
were two more class peri ds, and then came dinner 
—one of the important events in the day for a bunch 
of healthy embryo preachers. 

In the afternoon, unless we had classes to attend, 
we spent the time in studying, typing notes, writing 
letters, or attending to other matters of a student's 
routine. Most of us found a few hours each week for 
games to keep physically fit. My’ roommate and I 
found handball a very satisfactory form of exercise 
and we generally played about twice each week. 

After supper each evening we had evening prayers. 
Each one of the students in his turn led this devotional 
service, consisting usually of Bible reading and 
prayer. Once a month an entire evening was given 
to a prayer-meeting in which both the faculty and stu- 
dents took part. These prayer-meetings were the 
mountain-top experiences of all my seminary days. 

Most of our evenings, of course, were spent with 
our studies, and let no one think that preparation for 
the ministry is easy. More than once, while wrestling 
with a difficult Hebrew or Greek assignment late into 
the night, I had occasion to wish that some of my 
remote ancestors had used more discretion about that 
tower of Babel. 

It would be wrong to leave the impression that 
seminary students in a conservative seminary are as 
good as angels. We had our likes and our dislikes 
—our temptations and failures. I remember on one 
occasion telling a lie to avoid an unpleasant task, 
and how the Lord dealt with my conscience until I 
confessed to the person I had offended and asked for- 
giveness. My observation and personal experience 
would lead me to believe that ministerial students need 
the gracious provision of 1 John 1:9 about as often 
as any of the Lord’s saints. 

One of my richest experiences in seminary I count 
to be the three years of fellowship I was privileged 
to have with my roommate. He was a few years my 
senior, and had already had some years of very blessed 
and fruitful experience in the Gospel ministry. We 
had known each other before our matriculation at 
the seminary, but, as is often said, you never really 
know a person until you live with him. The better 
acquainted I became with my roommate the better I 


. loved him. I owe much of my own growth in spiritual 


things to him. It was his example that taught me 
more about prayer. I was quick to notice that he was 
in the habit of spending more time in prayer than I. 
I used to marvel when he would shut himself up in 
the closet and spend an hour or’ more in prayer. I 
wondered wht he found to pray about so long. He 
was always happy in the Lord, and he was a soul 
winner, and I knew his prayer life was responsible. 
I had always prayed several times each day since 
being saved, but now I gradually learned what it 
meant to enjoy prayer and to enjoy spending time in 
the Lord’s presence. My roommate and I were con- 
stantly together, and we developed such an affection 
for each other that it was a real trial to separate 
after our school days were over. 

For the benefit of some ministerial student trying 
to select a seminary who may chance to read these 
lines, I wish to say a word about finances. Some of 
the older seminaries are heavily endowed and can 
offer ‘students such attractive financial inducements 
that many are attracted to them without due regard to 
‘ ir doctrinal position. It. meant a real sacrifice 
financially for me to attend the seminary of my choicé 
but I went trusting that if the Lord wanted me there 
he would provide the means. My faith was more 
than repaid. The Lord enabled me to earn my way 
for the whole three years without any outside help. 
My advice to others is: don’t let money stand in the 
way of getting the right kind of seminary training. 

I count it the greatest privilege of my life to have 
received my training for the Gospel ministry in a 
school where every member of the faculty is of one 
mind in the Lord. 
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ciliation in the Messiah is led by Abraham 

Mosessohn of Hamburg who feels a prophet's 
burden regarding the antagonisms of Jew and Gentile. 
He takes the name of Elia (Elijah) and says that the 
reconciliation of Jew and Gentile is what the prophet 
Malachi meant by turning the hearts. of the fathers 
(Judaism) to the children (Christianity ) and of the 
children to the fathers. “This is the restitution 
through the spirit of Elijah which must precede the 
Parousia, or Messianic coming. The times of the 
Gentiles are fulfilled.” 

Recently Mr. Mosessohn lectured on Der Judenhass 
(“Hatred of Jews”) in the aula of a Hamburg Real- 
Gymnasium, Some sentences will show how Jews, 
who are not by any means evangelical Christians, are 
readjusting their attitude toward both Judaism and 
Christianity. ; ae 

“When we remember that there is no question in 
the world concerning which there is so great a liter- 
ature as the Jesus problem it appears strange that 
this question has never been opened from the Jewish 
side or brought to discussion. a 

“We need neither Jewish nor Christian writings to 
authenticate the call from God of the greatest prophet 
and purest of men, the Nazarene. The events of the 
centuries since his coming are monumental enough to 
transform the lying wreath of criticism to the laurel 
wreath of his perfect humanity. ; 

“The crucifixion of Jesus by the Levitical priest- 
hood is a blot on the Old Testament mother religion 
for which we Jews have suffered much sorrow and 
pain during 1900 years. : ; 

“There is one passage in the law which neither our 
wise men in the past nor their present successors 
have rightly understood. The word of Moses runs, 
‘The Lord thy God will raise up unto thee a Prophet 
from the midst of thee, of thy brethren, like unto 
me; unto him ye shall hearken.’ No prophet except 
Jesus applied this word to himself! 

“And Moses himself, whose curse has been ful- 
filled upon the Jewish people, indicts them. If the 
leaders of Israel had seen in Jesus of Nazareth the 
prophet called of God for the spiritualizing of the 
Levitical sacrificial system and accepted the renewal 
of the promised covenant described by Jeremiah, they 
would in this way have shown their belief in Moses. 

“However untrue the church has been to the teach- 
ing of Jesus, Jewry has no right to break its staff 
over it. The Messiah spirit of history it is to which 
the modern Jew, in the same measure as the modern 
Christian, owes his (moral) culture. 

“We see that the curse of Moses has been fulfilled 
in us, the curse of the Roman eagle has followed us 
in our God-ordained dispersion. We are hated and 
despised. This hatred has, like a flood, passed from 
land to land. Even Japan is inoculated with it, and 
in the century-long tragedy of the Jews there has been 
no misfortune so lamentable as the development of 
anti-Jewish hate in the great freedom-loving democ- 
racies, Great Britain and America. Never since the 
crusades has antisemitism been so general.” 


Ts Community of the Mystery of the Recon- 


This Group of Reconcilers is Profoundly Eschato- 
logical in its Outlook.—It is awaiting the manifesta- 
tion of the Messiah or. perhaps more accurately a 
manifestation. ‘We do not believe in the false teach- 
ing of those (Jewish) nationalist fanatics who have 
anointed our sinful Jewish people as Messiah.” Not 
so would they interpret the fifty-third of Isaiah! 
“The democratic counterfeit religion of humanity, with 
its Socialism and Communism, is marked for failure. 
It is a passing tgnis fatuus of false Messiahism. The 
founder of this materialistic humanity cult, this false 
pretender to the throne of Messiah, is none other 
than Satan transformed into an angel of light, the 
eternal enemy of the truth.” 

It is interesting to hear these Jews discuss the signs 
ef the times. The great tribulation is, in their judg- 
ment, the World War and subsequent troubles. False 
Messiahs abound. Thus technical and scientific dis- 
covery are interpreted as- Messianic: the pacifist move- 
ment is spoken of as brineing in the Messianic king- 
dom of peace. A vain attempt! The sun and moon 
lose their light and fall from heaven, symbol of the 
fall of synagogue and church and sect. The leafing 
out of the fig tree is without doubt the gathering of 
the remnant of the Jewish people. “As our Master, 
Jesus of Nazareth, said this race (the Jewish peo- 
ple) shall not pass away until all these things be 
fulfilled.” 

“After nearly 1900 years of dispersal and persecu- 
tion we see these words today become facts. The 
Master expressly emphasized that when we should sce 


these signs with our spiritual eyes we could conclude 
that the consummation stood before the door. There- 
fore, hear, O Israel, thou enlightened, redeemed, and 
chosen folks, the voice of the last trumpet!” 

Elia affirms <n error in the Jewish calendar, insist- 
ing that the Scripture teaches that we live in the 
year 5993 and not in the 5688 of Jewish reckoning. 
From the first overthrow of Judah by Babylon 603 
B. C. to the Balfour Declaration 1917, seven time- 
epochs have passed, namely 2,520 years. Since 1917 
the dispersal has ceased, the assembling of the remnant 
according to the promise begun. Seven years separate 
us from the end of this epoch and the beginning of 
the Messianic age which the prophets of Israel fore- 
told. The times of the Gentiles are fulfilled, the deter- 
mined number complete. 

This movement in Jewry is, we are told, parallel 
with Zionism. “We consider this work which we call 
‘reconciliation in the Messiah’ as indispensable on 
two grounds. In the first place we would cleanse the 
religion of Jesus from pagan gnosis and demonstrate 
him by living forth his fife.

Roman Catholic Missions to the Jews.—In 1917 
the Guild of Israel was founded by English Roman 
Catholics for the conversion of Jews. Father Jarret, 
an English Dominican, is its president. It circulates 
literature and holds open-air meetings in the London 
East End. The word “conversion” is, however, dis- 
avowed — these Catholics affirming that when the Jew 
becomes a Catholic he does not “convert,” or turn 
himself about. Rather he goes straight on! In a 
pamphlet by A. F. Day entitled “Jews and Catholics” 
it is explained that the Jew can hardly fail to see 
that the Benedictions recall the Sjekina, the Mass the

“Annas the high priest, and Caiaphas 
. « . and as many as were of the kindred of 
the high priest” thought of Peter and John 
as unlearned and ignorant men. They proved 
to be neither in the end but, through the 
Spirit, authors of the most important literature 
of the time, literature concerning which twen- 
ty centuries later men are pouring out books. 
A Roman Catholic clergyman, Mer. Hemp- 
tinne, has written of evangelical missionaries 
on the Congo in the same vein. He says: 

“The sects which exhibit their activity are 
those which enjoy in their own countries 
but a meager consideration. In America 
the general public laughs at these who think 
themselves the Vasco da Gamas of the world. 
No one takes seriously these laborers, masons, 
joiners, carpenters, destitute of higher train 
ing, who set out for the conquest of the 
world with a Bible. ” 














Minka prayers, scapulars the Tefillen, reproductions 
of the Sacred Heart the Mezusa on the doorposts; 
prayers for the dead the Kaddish prayers, the Purim 
festival the worship of our Lady, Succoth, Palm Sun- 
day, and the like. 

A Union for Prayer for Israel’s Conversion called 
the Brethren of the Ark has its headquarters at the 
Notre Dame de Zion Convent, Ecce Homo, via Dolor- 
osa, Jerusalem. The mother-house of this convent is 
in Paris and numbers seventeen hundred sisters under 
an abbess. Prayer and work for the conversion of 
Israel go hand in hand with orphanage, hospital, 
and school work. 


In the Norwegian Church.—The division in Prot- 
estant Christendom which has been now latent, now 
open, in Protestant history during the past two cen- 
turies, and never more-acute than at present, finds 
fresh illustration in Norway in the case of Dr. Chris- 
tian Schelderup. Schelderup is a radical who thinks, 
or pretends to think, that this historical cleavage is

insignificant, that we should forget dogmatic differs 
ences» “unite in Christian service,” and adopt the 
“inclusive” policy in church administration. He lately 
sought a pastoral appointment, but the ecclesiastical 
minister, Mr. Hasund, declared himself in no position 
to appoint to the pastorate one who, as his writings 
showed, stood outside the doctrinal beliefs of the 
church. This decision has received the unanimous 
ratification of the council of state. Fér fattig og rik, 
a Norwegian church paper, remarks concerning this 
decision: “State councillor Hasund has earned the 
unqualified gratitude of the church. He has laid down 
the principle that the state church is a creedal church. 
Not every one can be the servant of this church. Lib- 
eral theology in Norway has received no harder blow 
in many years.” 

What will be the result? Just what we see else- 
where. Schelderup himself says: “Either the church 
must do away with this compulsion and allow us to 
stay or open breach will come.” Certain liberal priests 
are defying the government. On the other hand the 
eminent Dr. Frovig, writing in Luthersk Tidende, 
greets the decision with satisfaction, declaring that the 
liberals have confused the concepts of honesty and 
dishonesty. “The ordination vow must be kept. Free- 
dom is all very well-but the church should have its 
freedom to fix and hold its laws, principles, and creedal 
foundations.” The decision has brought forth a coun- 
terdemonstration of theological students in the state 
university on the old tom-tom of “the right of free 
investigation.” Fortunately the Norwegian church 
has another powerful faculty which is training theolog- 
ical students along evangelical lines. 


The Eccentric Religion of the Antisemites of 
Germany.—Dr. Artur Dinter is its theoretician 
and General Ludendorf its propagandist. It, 
too, repudiates the atonement of Christ, which is de- 
scribed as a Jewish invention. “The axe must: be 
laid at the foot of the tree, namely, at Judaism in 
the Christian church. The idea that the New Testa- 
ment fulfills the Old must be destroyed. The Hero 
of Nazareth was the greatest antisemite of all time. 
He was born of purest Aryan blood, presumably 
Gothic, and restored the Aryan religion in all its 
purity and heroic greatness. The theory that the Sav- 
iour through a sacrificial death redeemed men from 
sin destroys moral responsibility. It was born from 
the despotic arbitrariness and cruelty of the Jewish 
god Jahve. Neither Saviour nor God can release 
us from sin and its consequences. There can be only 
self-salvation. Jesus was not the fulfiller of the Old 
Testament but its merciless destroyer. He was no 
professo: The first professor of theology was Paul, 
Paul the first of the false prophets against whom the 
Saviour warned his disciples. Away from the Old 
Testament! Away from Paul! Back to Christ!” 


A decadence of Mohammedanism seems to be tak- 
ing place in many Islamic lands. Thus in Cyprus 
young Moslems have abandoned the mosque and in- 
deed are hostile to it. There are some 200 mosques 
in the island, many of them former cathedrals of the 
Venetian period, but they attract few worshipers. 
The influence of Turkey on the Cypriotes largely ac- 
counts for this defection. In Algeria the prestige of 
Islam is sinking fast. Tens of thousands of young 
Kabyles have served in the French army, worked 
in French industries, or studied in French schools. 
They were formerly a Christian people and seem 
ready to slough off the Moslem culture imposed on 
them in the past. So, too, in Morocco. Schools for 
boys and girls are being established by the French 
government all over the country with the natural 
result of an increasing alienation from Mohammedan- 
ism. 

In Turkey the number of State-supported Moham- 
medan mullahs has been reduced to 500, another step 
in the downfall of Islam. Not a vestige of Arabic 
script is now allowed in the common schools of Tur- 
€ Drummers have gone through the streets and 
villages all over the Republic calling upon every one 
between the ages of sixteen and forty to attend spe- 
cial classes for learning the Latin script. Leone 
Caetani’s unsparing book on “Islam and the Life of 
Mohammed” has been translated into Turkish and 
printed at the expense of a Moslem, a low barometric 
reading for Turkish Mohammedanism. Nationalist 
ties in Turkey, Persia, and Egypt are supplanting those 
of the Mohammedan faith. A new textbook for 
religious instruction in Turkish schools says, “Mention 
of the life of Mohammed must be brief and natural 
facts only taught. Miracles or other supernatural 
events must not be discussed at all.” The old Mo-

hammedan feasts, Ramadan and Kurban, are dismissed 
with brief mention. On the other hand, the Turkish 
National Day, October 29, the day of the declaration 
of the Turkish Republic, is spoken of as the greatest 
of Turkish festivals, and April 23, the day of the 


_evacuation of Turkish soil by Greek and other armies, 


is set apart as the Feast of Salvation. 

The schools where children were taught the Koran 
are all closed; also most of the divinity schools where 
hojas were trained. In a dozen years there will not 
be priests enough to replace the old ones. One old 
hoja in a Constantinople mosque is described (in The 
Moslem World) as putting his hands together into 
the attitude of one shielding a flame from the wind, 
and saying, “We are trying to save this lamp from 
the wind that is raging all around.” Some Turks are 
recalling that the Ottoman Turks in their Central 
Asian home were largely Nestorian Christians. “We 
were Christians once. Who knows but that we shall 
be so again?” 


The Koran Has Been Translated into Turkish.— 
This announcement would lead one to suppose that 
Mohammedanism was, with a new interest in its sacred 
book, beginning to pick up. On the contrary. Arabic 
being a sacred language the ecclesiastics have cried out 
against their book appearing in any other tongue. But 
the Turkish government has in spite of this allowed 
the publication of three separate translations. Four- 
teen thousand copies have been sold. Turks who for- 
merly heard the sounding Arabic of the Koran without 
understanding. anything of its meaning imagined it 
charged with tremendous and mystic meanings. That 
impression melts. away when the Koran is read in 
the vernacular. It is sometimes enough to place a 
Koran and a Testament in the hands of a reader and 
leave him to draw his own conclusions. 

It is said that Kemal Pasha in disgust threw the 
book across the room into a corner. Yet in the 
Sudan the primary textbook in all the government 
schools is the Koran, and Islam is gaining ground 
constantly in the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan. When will 
the British Government follow Kemal’s enlightened, 
if indignant, lead? 


The export of tainted theology to India is not 
altogether relished by Hindu Christians. A year or 
more ago pastors and leaders of Hindu Christian 
churches of Madras met in conference to protest against 
the unbelief that is being injected into the churches 
from abroad. They passed resolutions against the 
coming to India of missionaries who deny miracles, 
the miraculous birth of the Son of God and his ex- 
piatory death; also against teachers who hold unsound 
views and are imparting them to children in mission 
schools. They requested the Christian Literature So- 
ciety of India not to print books and pamphlets in 
which such views are embodied but, in their stead, 
literature containing the fundamental teachings of the 
great believers in Scripture from the beginning of 
Christianity. They urged that “candidates who have 
lost their heritage of the ancient faith by studying in 
the present-day theological seminaries should not be 


admitted to the ministry and that clergymen and others _ 


who are steadfast in the ancient faith should establish 
Bible classes in every congregation and train children 
and young men in the belief of the Holy Scriptures.” 

This was signed by Mr. S. Balasingam Satya, M.A., 
B.L., chairman, and ten other Hindu laymen and min- 
isters. 


The Good Samaritan Travels by Airplane.—A 
chain of first-class airdromes has been laid out across 
Africa from the Cape to Cairo. Dr. Robert Wilder, 
missionary secretary in the Near East, flew recently 
from Bushire in Arabia to Cairo, 1,098 miles, in sev- 
enteen hours, saving in that way eight days of land 
travel. The Australian Inland Mission of the Pres- 
byterian Church sends doctors and nurses by air to 
isolated sick settlers, often bringing back patients to 
a base hospital. The Rev. John Flynn built the first 
such hospital at Oodnadatta. It has had a great min- 
istry to cattlemen, sheep-herders, and settlers. Mrs. 
Professor Osborn says, in The Presbyterian Magazine: 
“It is only four hours at the outside limit before help 
can arrive for a sufferer. Instead of a terrible jour- 
ney from water-hole to water-hole under blazing sun, 
the traveling is now done by doctors and nurses who 
are notified by radio. A properly equipped airplane 
ambulance takes the skilled assistant to the rescue.” 
The expenses of this service are largely paid by a be- 
quest of the Australian harvester manufacturer, Hugh 
Victor McKay. 

Alongside of this relief work is a splendid system 
for sending .religious and general literature to isolated 
settlers; and itinerant preachers now itinerate- by air- 
plane. So the old order changes giving us in antici- 
pation a picture of the acceleration which is coming in 
the witness td the Gospel in all lands. 


Grace Missionary Church, Zion City, Ill., is one of 
ten churches in that city. It is undenominational. 
More than five hundred missionaries and native 
workers in Zulu and Basutoland are under the care of 
this remarkable church. Its pastor, the Rev. C. Mur- 
dock Neve, says: “Thousands upon thousands of dol- 
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lars must be raised year in and year out. There is 
positively no time to raise money by church suppers, 
so our people seek the upper room and pray. The 
Ladies’ Aid Society of the church consists of a num- 
ber of women that meet every Thursday afternoon just 
to pray, and once a month there is also a day of fast- 
ing and prayer. Then there is the large mid-week 
prayer service on Wednesday night, and on Monday 
nights there is a special prayer-meeting called, where 
we pray for the sick and the needy and for any request 
that may come in from the ends of the earth, — 
prayers for salvation of individuals, for healing, for 
advice, prayer requests from strangers. The church 
has recently opened a home for old people in a fifteen- 
roomed house. This means more prayers, more faith, 
and more funds from hearts that are interested in 
this great work.” 

The Zulu and Basutoland Mission is operated by this 
church with the aid of the Cleveland Whole Gospel 
Tabernacle and the Newton Mission in Illinois 
was started thirty-six years ago by the Rev. E. H. 
Mahon of the Salvation Army in Zululand. Overwork 
and poor food had undermined his health and that of 
his wife. ‘He contracted tuberculosis but was healed 
in answer to prayer. Then he began to teach faith- 
healing, but found such opposition in the Salvation 
Army to this doctrine that he determined to organize 


‘an independent mission. A farmer invited him to live 


on his farm and teach the natives. This he did and 
also worked at his old trade of wagon-making, evan- 
gelizing in the evenings and during week-ends. His 

spel preaching was accompanied by miracles of 
cure. Gradually there gathered ahout him a body of 
native evangelists, so that at the present time there 
are some nine thousand members scattered over Natal, 
Orange Free State, Basutoland, the Transvaal, Swazi- 
land, Gazaland, Griqualand, and Portuguese Africa. 
The mission is not a denomination but simply a wit- 
nessing work permeating the whole country with Chris- 
tian teaching and Christian standards of life. 


The death of Pasteur Arthur Blocher is a great 
loss to evangelical testimony in Paris. M. Blocher 
was of a Mulhausen merchant family, and in his 
early years, through the influence of an atheist pro- 
fessor, became an out-and-out unbeliever. He entered 
business life with the best of prospects, but his con- 
version turned him to the ministry. For years he was 
an active and successful Baptist pastor in Paris. Then 
came a crisis. “The American Missionary Society 
which supported the Baptist work in France,” says 
the biographical sketch before me, “wished to have his 
help in the establishment of a college. In order to 





Advance in Ethiopia 





Dr. Thomas Lambie and Mr. George 
Rhoad started on their pioneer journey into 
Southern Abyssina March 5, 1928. They 
have now established a main station at Addis 
Ababa and four inland stations. Twenty- 
seven workers are now in active service. 
Dr. Lambie has had the co-operation of 
Dejazmatch Biru, the governor of Sidamo 
Province, Ethiopia. This official was for- 
merly in charge of the Wallega Province. 
When the terrible flu epidemic broke out in 
1918 he appealed to Dr. Lambie, then work- 
ing in the Egyptian Sudan, to come to his 
help. A close friendship grew up between 
the two men and the governor gave a site 
for a small hospital and later opened schools 
for boys and girls. Ten years passed and in 
1928 this native governor was transferred to 
the governorship of Sidamo, a province im- 
mensely rich in coffee and cattle, and with a 
vast population, most of whom have never 
seen a white man or heard the Gospel. 
He had in the ‘intervening years been in 
Europe and returned with enlarged outlooks. 
His friendship with Dr. Lambie has been 
renewed, and one consequence has been the 
opening of a beautiful station about one 
hour’s journey from his capital. 











stand faithful to the Word of God and rather than to 
agree that the teaching of this college should be 
Modernist, M. Blocher made the great sacrifice of 
his life. ‘He left the Baptist. Association, left the 
beautiful church in which he had preached twelye 
years, left a part of his church membership and the 
friends on whom he counted, and went out like Abra- 
ham without knowing whither he went. The years 
1920-24 were difficult and somber years. Finally came 
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the day of blessing. A tabernacle was built on the 
Montmartre; also a home for old people. The work 
expanded. A hall in the ‘Black Zone’ of Paris was 
opened for mission work. A foreign mission on the 
Ivory Coast followed, three missionaries being sent out 
from the Tabernacle. Numbers were added to the 
church, and in the darkest section of Paris —dark 
from both Jesuitism and Communism —an evangelical 
torch flamed steadily. It is for us to pray that it be not 
put out and that a successor be found to the saint who 
has gone on.” 

The city of Paris is building huge apartment houses 
of which one block alone will accommodate 10,000 
people, including 5,000 children, within a stone’s throw 
of the Tabernacle. Tabernacle church members have 
undertaken to offer a New Testament to every house- 
hold in the neighborhood and have already sold more 
than five thousand copies. For each Testament sold 
as many as twenty homes have been visited. 


“Why Have Missionary Contributions Declined?” 
is the subject of a symposium in The Missionary 
Review of the World. Contributions to certain of 
the denominational boards are meant, those of the 
great interdenominational societies, such as the China 
Inland Mission and the Christian and Missionary 
Alliance, not having declined, but steadily increased. 
Among the mentioned causes are the heavy building 
programs, the drives for community chests, college 
and seminary endowments, and every other imaginable 
charity. The decline in religious seriousness, the sec- 
ularization of life, and the intense pleasure-seeking of 
pr time are also reflected in the shortage of mission 
gilts. 

It is noticeable, however, that the United Lutheran 
Church reports a substantial increase since 1921; in 
fact, an increase of forty-three percent. The Luth- 
eran Church has been practically untouched by Uni- 
tarian Modernism. Here is probably the major factor 
in the problem. Many and leading seminaries are sat- 
urated with skepticism. The boards have too often 
appointed graduates of these seminaries to the foreign 
field and especially to educational institutions on the 
field. As a consequence the canker which has éaten 
into the seminaries now appears in foreign mission 
institutions. There is no easy way to call the semi- 
naries to book, but there is an easy way to protest 
against the spread of their teaching on the mission 
field, and this appears to have been taken. As Presi- 
dent De Blois says: “Today multitudes of people who 
have lost faith in the regular missionary agencies are 
giving to independent and undenominational societies.” 
The President of the Federation of Women’s Boards 
of Foreign Missions gives as one of three causes the 
“inefficient or false teaching concerning the place of 
Christ as Saviour found in the Sunday-school and 
other church literature and in denominational schools. 
The full harvest of this sowing has not yet been 
reaped.” This false teaching is also cooling that 
missionary passion which in years past incited to the 
enlistment of young people through the Student Vol- 
unteer Movement, 


Brief Notes.—The Four A jeeringly affirms that 
the number of theological students is declining in 
Germany. In the summer semester of 1925 there 
were 1,959 students in German University theological 
faculties; in 1929, 4,678, an increase of 2,719, or more 
than double! And in addition there were 233 students 
in the private theological schools at Bethel and Elber- 
feld. : -.. The Chinese Home Missionary Society, 
organized in 1918, has now 15,000 Chinese members 
with -84 auxiliaries. It is supported almost wholly 
by gifts from Chinese Christians and is evangelizing 
in Yunnan, through which Province it hopes to reach 
Tibet; also in Manchuria, as a door to Mongolia. It 
finds great acceptance in many places because of its 
purely native character and city after city has asked 
for its representatives. .. . The German Evangelical 
Church in Tiflis (Russia) had a famous chime of 
bells. These have been confiscated by the Bolshevist 
government and the metal used for the construction 
of a monkey cage in the Tiflis zoological garden... . 
The U. S. of Colombia is bitterly Romish in its 
temper, but it has elected as President the liberal 
Dr. Enrique Olaya Herrera, for eight years Minister 
of Colombia at Washington. President Herrera was 
trained at the Colegio Americano, the Presbyterian 
Boys’ School at Bogata, and his platform is one of 
friendship with the United States. . .. The Chris- 
tian and Missionary Alliance receipts for 1929 were 
the largest in its history, $659,730. Their report says: 
“Because of the adoption of New Testament prin- 
ciples, which involves the laying of an increased 
share of financial responsibility upon the growing 
churches in every foreign land, the Alliance has been 
able to advance in the foreign fields much more 
rapidly than the increase of resources at home would 
allow. ... The attempt to imtroduce the Romaniz- 
ing prayer book in the cathedral of Exeter was met 
by a large gathering who built a fire before the 
cathedral and publicly burned the book. . .. The 
opium plague is moving westward. Dr. McClana- 
han of Cairo reports that a half million Egyptians 
have become addicts to drugs in the past ten years.

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“Where Was a Great Woman”

4:8). How these cameos of spiritual character- 
ization shine out from the pages of God’s 
Word! At once we fall to wondering why this 
hitherto unknown Shunammite woman should be sin- 
gled out for such an appellation; for to be designated 
as “great” by the Holy Spirit is an honor accorded 
to very few in the sacred writings — “a great woman.” 
We read of another of whom it was said that he 
was “great,” and he ascribes the glory where it right- 
fully belongs. In Psalm 18:35 David says, “Thy 
gentleness hath made me great.” And before we re- 
turn to the consideration of the Shunammite let us 
think for a moment of the Lord’s gentleness as mani- 
fested toward ourselves, and thinking thereon, may 
we, shamefaced and contrite, confess to the Lord 
that we have in the past grievously abused that gentle 
patience of his. He saved us from the condemnation 
of our sins, all unworthy as we were, then throughout 
subsequent years he took the scraps of time and devo- 
tion we were pleased to offer him, perhaps ten min- 
utes at the close of the day when we were overwhelmed 
with fatigue and sleepiness; perhaps three minutes at 
the breakfast table for a hurried reading of a portion 
and the quick recital of the Lord’s Prayer, while 
our thoughts roved to pancakes or omelet, secretly 
hoping they would not be ruined by the delay. Oh, 
what shameful ingratitude, what neglect of the “inner 
chamber” where he delights to meet and hold lengthy 
converse with his beloved children. And I am not 
sure but what this hidden communion is more precious 
to his heart than all our activity on his behalf. 

In Romans 1: 20 it is declared: “For the invisible 
things of him from the creation of the world are 
clearly seen, being understood by the things that are 
made, even his eternal power and Godhead, so that 
they are without excuse.” Contrasting attributes of 
Deity are his majesty and his gentleness. Do we find 
that contrast existing in his created works which he 
declares are a wide-flung witness to his character, 
leaving all who behold without excuse for not believ- 


“Soe where was a great woman” (2 Kings 
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ing in him? Who that has seen the unforgettable 
majesty of the Bernese Oberland, of a Fijian sunset, 
of snow-crowned Fujiyama, or of a typhoon at sea, 
but can therein behold manifested tokens of his divine 
majesty? And as illustrations of his attribute of 
gentleness, could anything better exemplify it than 
the delicate beauty of a rose petal, a violet, an insect 
wing under the lens of the microscope? 

The Shunammite was a “great” woman, and only 
his gentleness could have made her so. Only God 
would have taken the pains to develop into such strong 
beauty the character of a poor, humble, childless 
Shunammite. How did her greatness manifest itself? 
In three inevitablé ways: 

First, love of God’s servants, that translated itself 
into self-sacrificing hospitality ; she had made and fur- 
nished a “prophet’s chamber” for Elisha. 

Second, a disregard for the world, with anything 
that it could give. When Elisha offered to reward 
her for her kindness, by mentioning her at the court 
of the king, she refused all that he suggested. 

Third, a faith that accepted all from the hand of the 
Lord, with equanimity and trust, because he gave it. 
After a son had been given her, as reward for her 
goodness to the prophet of the Lord, on a certain day 
he sickened and died. She, the mother, quietly shut 
the door upon her dead child and set out for the 
prophet, who to her represented the power of God 
even to raise again from the dead. What did she say 
when they saluted her, asking the customary question 
of salutation, “Is it well .. .? Is it well .. .? Is it 
well . ..?” She answered, “It is well” (2 Kings 4: 
26). We know her reward; it was the restoration to 
life of her dear child. 

But for us —let us ask ourselves, as we read of this 
woman great in faith and in quiet submission, can we 
do or say the same? “Is it well with thee?” Health 
visibly failing, friends unfaithful, child or companion 
taken by death, world conditions distressing and alarm- 
ing, an apostate church, persecution? Is it well with 
thee? “Ah, yes, dear Lord, for thou remainest, and 
thy coming is near, and I can overcome, just here, 
where I am, through constant abiding in thee.” Shall 
we not, by his grace thus triumphantly answer, “Yes, 
it is well’?

Preaching from a Covered Wagon 
A two-and-a-half-years’ Gospel tour through Central and Southern California 














It’s a long way from literary circles to itinerant evangelism and open-air preaching. The author of this personal 

testimony, of which this is the third and concluding article, was ae ron a ph A magazine ‘ow labor 

agitator, and an out-and-out enemy of Christianity. But the Gospel so changed his heart that, like Saul of Tarsus, 

he became a fervent evangelist; and with acanvas covered wagon for a home, and a magnavox to broadcast sacred 
music and attract crowds, he went up and down the land preaching Christ. 


toward God, my request for prayer, in a Pente- 

costal mission. I make no apoijogy for this, al- 
though I hold no brief for the many extremes of 
doctrine and method that go under the name of Pen- 
tecost. I merely state the fact that God led me that 
way. 

There are said to be many kinds of Pentecostal 
teaching, and I have never taken much interest in 
following their ramifications. But I would be most 
ungrateful not to feel indebted to the people who led 
me to the Lord. 

Pentecostal Christians did more than lead me to 
God. They taught me intensive prayer and intensive 
study of the Bible. A Pentecostul Bible teacher, 
when I was casting about for a new Bible after the 
old one I had borrowed had gone to pieces, advised 
the Scofield Reference edition and got me _ his 
preacher’s reduction on the purchase price. I wore 
that copy out and am now on my second one. Pente- 
costal people led me away from world conformity 
and held up before me the ideal of the separated, holy 
life. And after conversion and immersion they led 
me, four months later, to the infilling of the power 
of the Holy Spirit. 

After putting in a year and a half of Bible study 
under teachers of the Pentecostal group, taking a 
hand in street evangelism and the like, I entered the 
home missionary field, traveling alone in that capacity 
about twelve hundred miles through Central and 
Southern California. 

I was two years and a half on this trip. Having 
lost one of my hands in an accident many years before 
this, and having by nature little mechanical skill, I 
doubted my ability to manage a machine, and so 
went back to first principles and drove a horse and 
covered wagon. 

I had the white canvas of my wagon cover lettered 
on both sides and back end with signs eighteen inches 
high, warning of the Lord’s soon coming, of judg- 
ment, and the like. I also spent two hundred dollars 


| HAVE said that I took my first conscious step 


of my fast diminishing bank account for an electrical 
amplifier, or magnavox, by which to throw the sound 
of sacred music played on a “portophone” or portable 
phonograph. This was used in street meetings or 
wherever needed. I also carried a stock of Gospel 
literature, tracts, and booklets for distribution. 

I held street meetings in many of the towns and 
cities of Central and Southern California. As a rule 
I put in my forenoons in the residence districts, play- 
ing my electrical loud speaker from block to block, 
then going to doors, giving away tracts and selling 
booklets. In the evenings, armed with my town mar- 
shal’s permit, I drove to some street corner, turned 
my magnavox loose to attract a crowd, then preached 
for an hour or so. The magnavox I carried on a 
platform at the back of the wagon, which also served 
as a speaker’s stand. Sometimes I would be several 
weeks in a town. In this way I reached everybody 
from the hobo to the Protestant pastor and the Catholic 
priest. 

I kept a daily journal, and the records of that 
trip, given in any detail, would fill a volume. Of 
course it was trying at times, and the work was hard 
and sometimes there was danger. Home missionary 
work as well as foreign has its battles. “In the world 
ye shall have tribulation.” And it is the lot of all of 
us, in whatever capacity we serve, if we would “reign 
with him,” first to “suffer.” To cook one’s food over 
a hole in the ground, and to sleep on damp ground 
(as I did for a time, thereby bringing on illness) — 
all these things are a part of the schooling. 

But there were compensations. To be privileged 
to go into a humble Mexican shack, for instance, 
where there was a sick baby and lay one’s hand on 
the little black head and pray for “el pobre nino 
pequeno, muy malo,’ and then to receive a heartfelt 
“Muchas gracias, Senor!” from the parents was 
something. 

And then to be invited into a home more pre- 
tentious and be privileged to tell an impatient busi- 
ness man confined to a wheel chair through sudden 
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paralysis that maybe God was afflicting his body in 
order that He might save his soul, and to see God 
beginning to work in that home — that was something 
also. And to go here and there, giving out literature 
and witnessing, always witnessing, to a Saviour’s 
power to save and bless, this was worth all that it 
cost and a thousand times more. 

My magnavox was a star attraction. Four or five 
years ago these things were just beginning to come 
in, and people everywhere “took notice’ whenever it 
spoke. In the residences I no sooner put on a Gospel 
record than windows for blocks around would be 
lifted and people would appear on porches and around 
corners. It made a hit with the children, who would 
flock around like blackbirds, all asking questions at 
once. Here was my opportunity to give out chil- 
dren’s tracts. On the street corner, playing the loud 
music, I have had men leave their hotel rooms four 
blocks away and come down to see what it was all 
about. : 

I noted one interesting thing —the way different 
types of Gospel songs were received. While the newer, 
jazzier pieces were listened to, I noted that the old 
time spiritual hymns like “There is a fountain filled 
with blood” seemed to~touch a deeper chord than the 
first named songs. ‘Ho.. little the world knows its 
own heart hunger, its own spiritual need! 

And then there were the signs, “Jesus Is Coming 
Soon,” and “Are You Ready to Meet Him?” and 
others. Once I camped over Sunday at a point on 
the California highway near the coast line. My wagon 
was so situated that people coming from both direc- 
tions could not fail to see the signs. And the re- 
marks I overheard as cars flashed by proved those 
people were not blind. I made some estimates and 
did some figuring. Averaging the occupants of the 
cars from one to five and averaging the number of 
cars that passed per minute, I reached the conclusion 
that ten thousand people saw those signs that one day. 
Here was a problem in the science of advertising. 
“Ye are my witnesses,” the Lord Jesus said, and here 
was one way of announcing his truth. 

My missionary travels came to an end finally, and 
the typewriter has taken the place of the magnavox. 
That is the call for today. What tomorrow’s call will 
be I do not know. I shall know when tomorrow 
comes. At the end of the journey there will be a glad 
home coming. I expect to see Mother and Father 
and the many others who have gone on before. 

About the time I was saved I had been planning a 
long trip through the mountains of Northern Cali- 
fornia, gathering material for magazine stories and 
articles. I wrote to the Indian agent in Round Valley, 
a remote point where there were a reservation and 
cattle ranges. I wanted to see one of the still remain- 
ing Old West cattle roundups. 

The agent replied, telling me when the roundup 
would take place, and that he would give me all the 
help he could. 

But I never went to-that roundup. Instead, I 
started for another roundup. We are told about it in 
the seventh of Revelation, where John says he beheld 
that “a great multitude, which no man could number, 
of all nations, and kindreds, and peoples, and tongues, 
stood before the throne, and before the Lamb, clothed 
with white robes, and palms in their hands.” By the 
grace of God I hope to reach that roundup. 

Such is my testimony. To any who may read this 
brief record who have not yet decided for Christ I 
should like to say that when I took this step my 
worldly prospects, financial, professional, and’ the like, 
were never better. I owned, practically free of debt, 
a good bungalow home; I had money in the bank; I 
was selling my “stuff” readily; editorial doors were 
open to me and opening in many. places. But there 
were times when some voice within whispered in my 
ear that no such success could bring happinéss; that 
I was following a blind trail, and that, going the 
way I was going, my end would probably be suicide. 
“There is a way which, seemeth right unto a man, 
but the end thereof are the ways of death.” This 
world sings a siren song that lures those who listen 
to a-bottorfless abyss. And this experience of mine 
is written in the hope that some may be led in the 
way of that peace that passeth knowledge — the way 
of life everlasting, the way of the cross. 

It is also written in the hope that others who are 
walking in the true way may be led to ask them- 
selves if they are really doing their best for the Mas- 
ter; if they belong, as Bud Means in the “Hoosier 
School Master” used to say he did, to the church of 
the “Best Licks.” Brother, sister, the days are 
evil, and the days are numbered. What we do we 
must do quickly. The night cometh when no man 
can work. It is no time for slackers. Do your bit. 

This is my testimony. I am a sinner saved by 
redeeming grace. It is a far cry from those distant 
days when there was little more exciting’ than a crow 
caw-caw-cawing across a corn field to these complex, 
roaring, motor-driven, ominous days. Let us all thank 
God that we know his peace, and the shelter of his. 
abiding wing. And let us fight the good fight of faith 
and wait with patience that time when, our journey- 
ings over, we may “have right to the tree of life, 
and may enter in through the gates into the. city.”

UR Lord was on earth during forty days after 
QO his resurrection (Acts 1:3). Our lesson begins 

on Easter Day and continues during an un- 

defined part of those forty days. The giving 
of the Great Commission with which our lesson closes 
was not at his final farewell to the disciples, for 
that took place on Olivet close to Jerusalem (Acts 
1:12). But it was probably not a very great while 
before that final Ascension Day. 


The Practical Aim 
To challenge our young folks with the question, 


How far are we obeying the command of the Lord 
Jesus? 


Verse by Verse 


Matthew 28:1.—To see the sepulchre. They also 
brought spices and ointments (Mark 16:1; Luke 24: 
tr) 


Verse 2.—There was a great earthquake. This 
may be either (1) the earthquake already mentioned 
in chapter 27:51 or (2) the shock produced by the 
rolling away of the stone by the angel. Matthew's 
account perhaps seems to imply the latter. But the 
other three accounts rather tend to show that the 
women found the stone already removed when they 
arrived. So we are perhaps safer in assuming the 
former explanation to be correct. In either case the 
earthquake was not in order to facilitate the rising 
of the Lord Jesus. It had the twofold object, we 
may suppose, of preventing any interference with the 
women by the guard and of enabling the women to 
see that the tomb was empty. 


Verse 4.—For fear of him. Compare Acts 9:4 and 
Revelation 19:10 for similar effects of interviews 
with heavenly visitants. 


Verse 5.—Fear not ye. There is strong emphasis 
upon the ye. The soldier guard might well quake. 
For had they resisted they would have been warring 
against the angel. The same angel was on the side 
of the women, against the guard. 


Verse 7.—He goeth before you into Galilee. 
Lord had promised that he would again meet with 
his disciples in the north (26:32). There the Lord’s 
words implied that although the shepherd should be 
smitten and the sheep scattered, yet the shepherd 
would again gather the sheep and lead them back 
into Galilee from which he had brought them. The 
statement in our present lesson must be combined 
with the promise in that former passage if we are 
to understand its full meaning. And when we do 
so understand, it becomes evident that there is no 
conflict of testimony in the Gospel records as to the 
appearances of the risen Lord. It was not that one 
evangelist understood about Christ’s appearances only 
in. Jerusalem, while another knew only of his appear- 
ances in Galilee. But if, like a shepherd, he was to 
take his flock back into Galilee, he must necessarily 
gather them in the place where they had been scat- 
tered, that is in Jerusalem. 


Verse 9.—All hail. This is merely the customary 
Greek salutation both at meeting and at parting. In 
all probability our Lord addressed the women in 
Aramaic. He then probably used the phrase “Peace 
be unto you” (cf. John 20:19). He came to them as 
simply and naturally as though his absence from them 
had been of the most ordinary kind. Took hold of his 
feet. This is the immemorial usage of the East in 
obeisance to a sovereign prince. 


Verse 10.—My brethren. Christ now uses this term 
for the first time in reference to his disciples. (But 
cf. 12:49.) There was special need now for such 
a word. After the tremendous event of the resur- 
rection the disciples might well have thought that the 
Lord was henceforth separated from them by an im- 
passable gulf. This word reassures them and us that 
he is still bone of our bone and flesh of our flesh. 

Verse _16.—The mountain. Perhaps the high land 


behind Capernaum, and the very spot where the Ser- 
mon on the Mount was spoken.

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Verse 17.—Some doubted. All the disciples were 
doubters at first. But they were all convinced in the 
end. The fact that they were doubters may serve 
as an assurance to us that they were not men ready 
to be imposed upon by any mere hallucinations. And 
the fact that their doubtings were so frankly recorded 
may show us how completely sure they were at last. 

Verse 18.—All authority. This had been offered by 
Satan (cf. 4:9). Hath been given. The aorist tense 
is used. This is employed here in its strict significa- 
tion as referring to a timeless past. The donation of 
that supreme authority was an event that belonged to 
eternity. It is not merely a reward for the endurance 
of the cross. The English perfect tense is the only 
way by which this use of the aorist can be properly 
represented. Note the correlation between the “me”

Verse 19.—Ilnto the name. Note that the one name 
is yet expressive of the three Persons of the holy 
Trinity. 

Verse 20—I am with you. The Lord Jesus had 
already taught his disciples during the forty days that 
he could be present with them and yet unseen by them. 
They could then the more readily believe this promise. 
We may illustrate its fulfillment by reference to the 
sun which is corporeally in the heavens while effec- 
tually in the world. Always. Note the margin, “All 
the days.” His presence is not to be intermittent, but 
continuous. 

The end of the world, Literally, “The consumma- 
tion of the age.” It is the terminal point of this 
present dispensation that is in view, not the destruc- 
tion of the physical universe. This present age will 
be succeeded by the age of the kingdom. And this 
will be marked by the personal reign of the Lord Jesus 
upon the earth. This is the great hope ot his 
Church of which the New Testament is full. 


Golden Topics 


1. The place of women in the new dispensation.— 
Nothing is more striking than the prominence of the 
women in these records of Easter Day. It must have 
been very strange to all the disciples that woman 
who had been kept so far in the background and treated 
almost as if her presence would pollute the sacred 
places should now share privilege equally with men. 
A woman’s eyes were the first to see the risen Lord, 
and a group of women were the first to receive his 
loving welcome and to fall in worship at his feet. It 
was 4n early intimation that in Christ Jesus there is 
neither male nor female (Gal. 3:28). Privilege with 
God is no longer a question of sex, but of - fitness. 
And the fitness was the fitness of faith and love. 

2. The Great Commission—Note the evidence of 
the fact of the resurrection which this commission 
bears. Renai says that the story of the resurrection 
was all due to the passion of a hallucinated woman. 
Up to the moment of his death there had been a 
veritable Jesus. But now he has gone, what shall 
these fishermen and peasants do? According to 
Renan’s theory, and every such theory of unbelief, the 
disciples were now left entirely to themselves. And it 
may be said, without any fear of contradiction, that 
they were all completely incapable of imagining any 
such audacious and splendid program as that which 
they declared they receiyed from the lips of the Lord 
Jesus himself. A crucified leader defeated. and dis- 
honored and a group of utterly disillusioned and dis- 
appointed folks, such could never have been the source 
of the Great Commission. ; 

And even supposing the impossible miracle that 
such people could have gotten together and formulated 
a new program, we could not imagine that it would 
have been anything like the one actually set forth. 
These peasants and fishermen were men of narrow 
Jewish exclusiveness. It was about this very time 
that they asked, “Lord, wilt thou at this time restore 
again the kingdom to Israel?” (Acts 1:6.) Could 
that spirit have imagined that it would be the will 
of God that they should go and make disciples of all 
nations? In this matter, as in others, unbelief creates 
more difficulties than it claims to solve. 

3. Christ’s committal of his work—Nothing is 
more wonderful, where all is full of wonder, than that 
our Lord should entrust his work and his interests 
to such a group. Not archangels or angels, but 
human beings. And among human beings, not the 
cultured, the rich, the leisured, the powerful, but this 
pathetic little group of men and women whose only 
qualification was that they had known and loved the 
Lord Jesus, and that he had saved them from their 
sins. Christ’s utter and seemingly unthinking, un- 
questioning confidence in his disciples is one of the 
most precious things in the experience of a saved man. 


4. The doctrine of the Trinity—It had been pre- 
pared for from the beginning of the Old Testament. 
The phenomena associated with the incarnate life of 
the Lord Jesus had gradually been forcing the facts 
upon the attention of the disciples. “Who say ye that 
I am?” That was the question toward an answer to 
which their thought had been unconsciously groping 
for three and a half years. At the Last Supper Christ 
had spoken plainly of another Comforter (John 14: 
16). And now that he is really going it is for the 
first time clearly enunciated. 

5. The scope of the Great Commission.—It includes 
all nations. Foreign missionary enterprise is therefore 
plainly comprehended within this scope. But we are 
not to limit the intention of the Lord’s command to 
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the foreign field. When our Lord spoke these words 
the whole world was the foreign field. And in some 
respects it is so still. Every Christian ought surely 
to face the question of the foreign field for himself. 
But also there must: be many. to whom, through one 
cause or another, the high honor of foreign mission- 
ary service cannot be given. ‘Such, however, are not 
outside the scope of the Commission. Wherever the 
Christian travels or lives there is his field. The dis- 
ciples were to begin at Jerusalem (Acts 1:8). They 
were not to end there. And we, too, are to begin 
where we are, though in the leading of God it may 
very well happen to us, too, that we shall not end 
where we begin.

would be the least bit afraid if after one of the flashes 
I should find God's angel on the balustrade. Would 
you? 


When It Was Dark.—He is not here (v. 6). Sup- 
pose he had been “here”! You know what Paul has 
to say about the vanity of our faith in such an event 
(1 Cor. 15:17). There is a wonderful novel called 
“When It Was Dark,” which one of the readers of 
these notes in England sent to me some years ago. 
The story pictures an archeological discovery by some 
Dr. Kyle or other which shows that this story of the 
resurrection was skillfully faked. The villain in the 
story, by propaganda, got. the whole world to believe 
that the resurrection was an invention of priestcraft. 
The story goes on to show what happened when the 
world lost faith in the resurrection. When I teach this 
lesson I will have my men tell me what they think 
would happen. The “lying gospels” would go to the 
old junk man at so much per pound. All churches 
would shut up and be turned into moving picture 
theaters or factories. Funerals would go out of fash- 
ion. All weddings would be after the modern Russian 
fashion by the signing of a card, and the divorce the 
same way. All the clergy would be teaching school, 
selling insurance or bonds, or riding tractors. As for 
hospitals and erphan asylums and all other such help- 
ful institutions, — well, who is there to endow them 
and keep them going when there are no Christians? 
There are no such things in lands where there is no 
faith in the resurrection. There is no help for human 
misery in the hearts of those individuals among us 
who “have no use for religion.” But go right on and 
tell us more that would happen. Those folks who 
would throw out the truth of the resurrection are like 
Samson, trying to bring down the pillar of Christian 
civilization for a terrific smash. This book I speak 
of seems to think that when we have done with the 
resurrection the world will be full of Delilahs. Well, 
there are even now places where there is no resurres- 
tion truth and where death ends all. How about the 
morals thereof? Well, I guess so! 


Get Up and Go.—Go ye therefore. ... Aud lo, I 
am with you (vs. 19, 20). The pretty little maiden 
I was teasing about a certain young admirer who was 
in love with her and not making any progress said 
to me, “Mr. Ridgway, I like a fellow who has lots of 
get up and go in him.” All live and bright girls do. 
The “boss” does. So does Heaven itself, as we see 
in this final injunction of the Master. When you 
find a church that obeys this “Go” you find a live 
church, however small. The Moravians. Vice versa, 
a dead church (Rev. 3:16). Some years ago there 
was a great church in an Eastern city that Sunday 
after Sunday was packed to the doors. The minister 
was one of America’s most famous. ‘His sermons 
were syndicated all over the land. I used ‘to have 
them in twenty volumes until I gave them to an evan- 
gelist. This church never reported to its denomina- 
tion headquarters any money for missions. Then one 
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day the church building took fire and burned down 
—rather, burned out, for it was of stone. In spite 
of famous preacher and crowded congregations there 
was not enough life in that non-missionary church 
to rebuild it. That is to say, there was none of my 
little girl’s ‘““Get-up-and-go” in that congregation. The 
secret of success (and this is only a manner of speak- 
ing, for it is no secret) of the “Go” church, of the 
“Go” town, of the “Go” family, of the “Go” man, is 
the promise of Heaven, “I am with you.” If the man 
of power and influence and wealth goes along with you 
in any undertaking you do not have to be anxious 
about anything, do you? This is the promise that is 
made to you when you invest in the heavenlies. Some 
years ago folks had a chance to “Go” into the Stand- 
ard Oil, General Electric, American T. and T., Gen- 
eral Motors, and the like. Those who answered this 
“Go” have found it paid. Here is always a better 
“Go.” And the profits are beyond all computation. 
Here’s how: Proverbs 11:30, and Queen Elizabeth 
offered her kingdom for one tiny leaf of that tree.. 
Find this also: Hebrews 13:5, 6.

W E HAVE often repeated the Great 
Commission without always remem- 
bering that it was the risen Lord who 
gave it, that is, without always associat- 
ing it with the fact of the resurrection. 


And yet the same Commission would not | 


have been significant before the resurrec- 
tion. Accompanying it is the Lord’s dec- 
laration that all power is given unto him 
in Heaven and in earth, and it is well to 
recall in this connection Paul’s statement 
that he was “declared to be the Son of 
God with power, according to the spirit 
of holiness, by the resurrection from the 
dead.” In the letter to the Ephesians 
also, the same apostle prays that they may 


know “what is the exceeding greatness ; 


of his power to us-ward who believe, ac- 


cording to the working of his mighty’ 


power, which he wrought in Christ, when 
he raised him from the dead, and set him 
at his own right hand in the heavenly 
places.” Evidently this message sént by 
Christ through his apostles was one that 
throbbed with almighty power which was 
manifest most markedly in the resurrec- 
tion of the Lord. This power was defi- 
nitely promised when the Holy Ghost had 
come upon them, and in the Book of Acts 
we have the record of the carrying out 
of the Great Commission in the early 
days of the Church with the demonstration 
of the Spirit and of power, so that the 
Book of Acts has been designated as the 
Book of the A.:s of the Holy Spirit. 
The preaching of the Word was with 
power, and the water baptism was ac- 
companied with the baptism of the Spirit. 
This Pentecostal outpouring of the Spirit 
of power evidently awaited the exaltation 
of the Lord to the right hand of God, as 


indicated in Acts 2: 33, and since the res- ~ 


urrection must precede this, it is evident 
that only a risen Christ could have’ em- 
powered the disciples with this Great 
Commission. A serious question for: the 
Church today is whether we are carrying 
the Commission without the power of the 
resurrected Christ as pou. i forth in the 
Spirit of Pentecost.

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than once that after he was crucified he 
would rise from the dead the third day. 
This was so wonderful that they did not 
understand it, and it seems that they did 
not believe it. Mary Magdalene and an- 
other Mary, two women who loved the 
Lord, came to his grave very early in the 
morning of the first day of the week, 
hoping that some one would roll back 
the heavy stone so that they could put 
some sweet spices on the body of their 
dead Saviour. Let the children tell what 
these women really saw when they 
reached the tomb. Call their attention 
to the strong, brave soldiers being fright- 
ened almost to death when they saw 
the angel. The women were afraid, too, 
but the angel said to them, “Fear not 
ye: for I know that ye seek Jesus, which 
was crucified.” Let us try to help the 
class get the sweet meaning of this “Fear 
not.” ‘If we humbly seek Jesus who was 
crucified, we have nothing to fear. We 
are weak, but he is strong—strong to 
save and strong to keep. 

The angel told the women to look into 
the empty tomb, and then to go quickly 
and tell the disciples that the Lord was 
risen from the dead, and was going to 
meet them in Galilee. They were still 
afraid, but full of joy, too, and hastened 
to tell the good news to the disciples. On 
the way they met. the Lord Jesus him- 
self, who greeted them joyfully, saying, 
“All hail!” which means, “O joy!” ‘He 
also said to the women, ‘Fear not,” and 
sent the same message to his disciples 
that the angels had sent, about meeting 
him in Galilee. Oh, it was a glad day! 

It seems a pity that everybody was not 
happy on that sweet spring morning long 
ago. But there were some people who 
were not at all glad. The rulers who 
had persuaded Pilate to crucify the Lord 
hated to hear the news. They did not 
want him to rise again. So when the 
frightened soldicss who guarded the tomb 
went to these rulers and told them of 
the earthquake and the angel and the 
risen Lord, they knew that they had cru- 
cified their King. These rulers tried to 
keep it from being known, by hiring the 
soldiers to tell that the disciples stole 
his body from the tomb while they slept. 
Now if a soldier slept while keeping 
watch he would be killed. So the rulers 
said that if the governor heard about it, 
they would persuade him, and keep him 
from killing the soldiers. Poor unhappy 
men! 

The disciples hastened to the mountain 
in Galilee where the Lord had told them 
to meet him. We are sure these disciples 
were ashamed for having left their Mas- 
ter to suffer and die alone, and that Peter 
was so sorry for having denied him.

pe Fie fellows, a little word of three 
letters helps us to see a big fruth in 
today’s lesson, which ties up the Great 
Commission with the resurrection of our 
Lord. Usually the Great Commission is 
associated with the ascension of our Lord 
(see Acts 1:8, 9). It is impressive to 
link it with the resurrection power, as 
strongly suggested in the closing verses 
of Matthew’s record. Our little word is 
“all.” But it is a big word in meaning. 
Indeed, by itself it covers everything. 
Nothing can be outside of “all.” And its 
interest for us today lies in the use our 
Lord made of it. In the Matthew record 
it was his first word uttered after his 
resurrection. “All hail,” he said to the 
women —and then to the disciples, “All 
power is given unto me in heaven and in 
earth” — and next, “Go ye therefore, and 
teach all nations” —and last, “And, lo, 
I am with you alway [all the way], even 
unto the end of the age.” 

Looking back to the resurrection: all 
of our Lord’s personal self came forth 
from the grave, his physical body as also 
his Spirit. All of Jesus Christ arose 
from the dead. ‘He had given all of him- 
self —in the garden, on the cross, in the 
grave. Now he rises again, complete, 
nothing lacking, a perfect Saviour. 

It is good for us to think of this today, 
fellows. It puts power and inspiration 
into the Easter thought. Our risen Lord 
is all in all. Many people and many 
things disappoint us because they do not 
measure up to expectations or they do not 
endure; but not the Lord Jesus. We can 
pitch our hopes high in him — as high 
as we know how; then we may ask him 
for higher levels yet, and still he more 
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than fulfills. 
satisfying. 

We can undertake large contracts for 
Christ. . Indeed, he offers large service — 
world-embracing service. We cheat our- 
selves and pay him a poor compliment 
when we turn away from his challenge 
and seek some soft task. We need not 
fear to take a hazard for him. He is 
more than equal to the greatest hazard. 
All power is his. 

The power of Jesus Christ is resurrec- 
tion power. That is not only power over 
all life, but power over the greatest of all 
enemies — even death. 

So if you have been hesitating, fellows, 
about some venture for the Lord, just re- 
member he is the risen Lord and that he 
has all power and that he stands beside 
you with that resurrection power to see 
you through — all.

The: earthquake- was the result of the 
angelic rolling away of the great stone. 
But it was not moved in order to let the 
Lord Christ come out, but that the world 
might look in and testify to the empty 
tomb. “He is risen,” said the angel — 
already, before now. We may not fix the 
exact moment, but Luke intimates it was 
“early in the morning” and Matthew “as 
it began to dawn.” There is a fitness in 
the resurrection of the Sun of Righteous- 
ness coinciding with the natural “day- 
spring” (cf, Luke 1:78). The incarna- 
tion ministry is bounded bythe phrase 
“Come and see” (cf. v. 6 with John 1: 
39, 46). The resurrection ministry be- 
gins with “Go, tell.”

That is the task that entitles one 
to share the dispensing of “all authority.” 
It was so with the young pioneer who 
recently undertook an evangelistic tour 
across Tibet, twenty-six hundred miles; 
when the avalanche descended he had just 
got behind. a huge roadside rock.

(v. 49) is literally “clothed,” and Aliord 
quotes Chrysostom as saying that the de- 
scent of the Holy Spirit at Pentecost was 
the true and compiete clothing of the 
nakedness caused by the Fall.

Are we willing to do as much for the 
Lord Jesus Christ? This is the kind of 
leadership material he is looking for, — 
those who are ready to “come all,” and 
to lay aside every weight and the sin 
which doth so easily beset, that they may 
run with endurance the race set before 
them.

The verses in our Scripture lesson point 
to some of the steps in the methods used 
by the Lord Jesus in training leaders. 
First of all he called them (Mark 1:17). 
His call was a definite, personal one, and 
it outlined the purpose for which they 
were called. He made no promise of a 
rosy path, and he did not leave them in 
doubt as to what their mission was to 
be. His call comes to us just as definitely 
and personally today. If we really want 
to know, we may kaow just as surely 
as did the disciples what it is that God 
wants us to do for him.

Then the Lord Jesus taught his dis- 
ciples. The Gospel record is full of the 
precepts that he instilled into their hearts 
during his three years of ministry. Many 
times he took them aside from the crowd 
to give them careful instruction. God is 
just as eager to teach us today. He has 
given us his Word and he has sent the 
‘Holy Spirit to dwell in the hearts of 
all believers, to take of the things of 
Christ and show them unto us. The only 
reason we do not learn in God’s school 
is that we do not give, him the necessary 
time to instruct us.

Thirdly the Lord Jesus gave his dis- 
ciples practical experience before he sent 
them forth on their own responsibility 
(Mark 6:7; Luke- 10: 1-12). On at 
least two occasions the Lord-sent out his 
disciples, two by two, to proclaim the 
Gospel of the kingdom. Did you ever 
realize that he gives us opportunities to 
witness for him long before he ever com- 
missions us to the life work he has de- 
signed for us? We sometimes get the 
notion that we have to wait until we get 
to China, or India, or Africa, or South 
America before we can be true mission- 
ary leaders. What about those in our 
own homes or our classes in school? 
The Lord Jesus is just as eager to have 
us speak to them and witness to them as 
he is to have us tell those in heathen 


lands. Are you getting any practical ex- 
perience in witnessing for him?

Then notice that the Lord Jesus gave 
his disciples a definite message. There 
was no vagueness or uncertainty about 
the Good News that they were to carry 
(Mark 5: 18-20; Matt. 28:19, 20). The 
message we are to carry today is just as 
clear, for it is the same identical mes- 
sage, — “the Lord Jesus Christ died for 
the sins of the world and rose again from 
the dead. He has saved me and he keeps 
me from the power of sin, he can save 
you and keep you.”

Lastly, but. by no means the least, the 
Lord Jesus empowered his disciples for 
the work he gave them to do (Acts 1:8; 
Matt. 28: 18-20), and he gave them the 
assurance of his presence with them at 
all times. Every true witness for the 
Lord Jesus Christ has that same assur- 
ance. It is not a question of our qual- 
ification or our equipment if we are 
certain that the Lord has called us 
to do a definite piece of work for 
him. The very fact that he has called 
is a guarantee that provision for every 
need will be met. 

God does not discount natural ability 
or special training. He uses these again 
and again in developing and sending out 
his witnesses. But he also wants us to 
realize that he is not dependent upon 
these. The Bible is filled with instances 
where God has selected a man who had 
no training and no special qualification 
for the task for which he was called. Yet 
because he was willing to yield himself 
completely into God’s hands, God put.into
